Declaring that permissible in- 
creases under the Little Steel for- 
mula largely have been granted, 
industry members termed de- 
mands for “fringe” increases as 
“now the weakest segment of our 
line” and called for their control 
under fixed standards, 

Standards Fixed on Four Types. 

Standards have just been fixed 
for four of the more common 
types of such fringe increases, and 
ceilings for others are reported 
now ginder consideration. 

The. Little Steel formula, limit- 
ing pay boosts to 15 per cent of 
the rates of January, 1941, ap- 
plies to basic wage increases. 
“Fringe” increases are those in- 
volving such side issues as vaca- 
tion pay, shift differentials and 
provision of tools and safety equip- 
ment, 

While expressing agreement 
with the stand of public members 
on the Little Steel formula, in- 
dustry representatives took issue 
on four counts with what they 
termed “unsound § reconversion 
policies” recommended in the re- 
port. 

Asserting that certain types of 
wartime wage increases’ are 
“wholly abnormal,” the industry 
members said they “regard as un- 
wise the suggestion that war- 
caused innovations be made post- 
war norms.” Public members had 
declared that the Little Steel for- 
mula would have to give way in 
peacetime to a general rise in 
wage standards in order to main- 
tain high level production.

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EAPANDING STATE 
JOBLESS BENEFIT 


Favors 24-Week Maxi- 
mum With $20 Top 
Payment and Taking in 
100,000 More Workers.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 10. 
—Liberalizing of the Missouri Un- 


employment Compensation Law by 
increasing unemployment benefits, 
extending the period for which 
payments are made and by enlarg- 
ing the occupational coverage to 
provide “genuine insurance” 
against unemployment and to aid 
in the transition from wartime to 
peacetime conditions, was recom- 
mended by the State Unemploy- 
‘ment Compensation Commission 
in a report filed today with Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly. 

Among principal reccmmenda- 
tions for changes in the present 
law were an increase in maximum 
jobless benefits from $18 a week to 
$20, with a minimum of $4 a week; 
lengthening the maximum period 
of payment from 16 weeks to 24, 
and amendments which would add 
at least 100,000 employes to the 


covered by the law. 

The commission has not com- 
pleted an actuarial estimate of the 
total cost of the proposed revision 
of the law in terms of annual ex- 
penditures, but the report declared 
the present reserve of more than 
145 million dollars in the Missouri 
unemployment compensation fund 
was entirely adequate to cover the 
proposed changes with safety. 


The present reserve, built up 
from payment of payroll taxes by 
employers, is nearly double the 
pre-Pearl Harbor reserve of $77,- 
214,088. 

Benefits at Record Low. 


Net contributions or taxes paid 
by employers in 1944 totaled $27,- 
490,277, compared with total job- 
less benefits of $1,575,996 paid that 
year, The benefit payment for the 
year was the smallest since pay- 
ments were started in 1939, under 
an act passed in 1937. The high- 
est annual benefit payment was 
$8,130,251 in 1942, 

In recommending the changes, 
the commission said it recognized 
“the important part the unem- 
ployment program must play in

GERMAN REFUGEES GOING TO 
DENMARK, STOCKHOLM HEARS 


All Available Hotels, Apartments, 
Hospitals Reported Placed 
at Their Disposal. 

STOCKHOLM, March 10 (AP).

MONTGOMERY TELLS BELGIANS 
SOIL IS CLEARED OF GERMANS 


LONDON, March 10 (AP).—Field 
Marshal Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery told the people of Brus- 
sels in a broadcast today that no 
Germans remained on Belgian 
soil and “never will they return— 
never,. never.” 

The commander of the Allied 
Twenty-first Army Group, speak- 
ing at a front military ceremony 
which was recorded here, said 
that “if ever a nation Brought 
misery to millions of good people, 
it was the German nation.” 

“She now is paying the full 
price of her tyranny,” he said. 
“There is not the slightest doubt 
that final victory is assured. The 
only point which is still in doubt 
is to know exactly when.” 


U.S. FLYERS BEAT 
OFF GERMAN Alk 
BLOW Al BRIDGE 


Two Nazis Shot Down, 
Two Thunderbolts Lost 
in Savage Battle Over 
Remagen. 


LONDON, March 10 (AP).— 
American fighter planes smashed 
an enemy attempt to dive-bomb 
the Remagen bridge late today in 
a spectacular air battle 3000 feet 
directly above the American 
bridgehead across the Rhine while 
German and United States gun- 
ners filled the sky with antiair- 
craft fire. 

Thunderbolts, dropping below a 
2500-foot cloud ceiling over the 
bridge, spotted six Messerschm:tt 
109s carrying heavy bombs and 
escorted by five Focke-Wulf 190s 
flying above Linz in the bridge- 
head area on a beeline for the 
vital Rhine span over which the 
First Army was pouring men and 
equipment. 

In a savage pass, the Thunder- 
bolts shot down a dive bomber 
and a Focke-Wulf, then in a swirl- 
ing battle forced the others to 
jettison their bombs and scatter.

Goebbels Paraphrases Churchill 
In Call to Bleed Allies White 


LONDON, March 10 (AP).—Nazi 
Propaganda Minister Paul Joseph 
Goebbels, speaking on the Eastern 
Front, called on German troops 
and workers today to stand fast, 
and disclosed that, if they did so, 
“our capitulation will never 
come.” 

Paraphfasing Prime Minister 
Churchill’s famed speech : after 
Dunkerque, when German armies 
were tramping in triumph across 
Europe, Goebbels declared at the 
West Silesian towns of Lauban 
and Goerlitz: 

“We must fight them in the 
fields, in the forests, in our cities, 
at every street corner and in every 


house until they are bled white 


and cannot continue the struggle. 
Then the hour of our triumph will 
strike.” 

Summoning the people to fight 
fanatically, Goebbels asserted 
that “there is nothing left to do 
but see it through in the East and 
West.” 

“We must not yield an inch of 
German soil without taking a 
bloody toll of the enemy,” he 
cried. 

“The enemy has left us in no 
doubt as to what he would do to 
us, to our women, our children, 
even our children’s children if in 
this hour of destiny ... we failed 
or lost courage—laid down our 
arms and abandoned our cause,” 


the mop-up of 
trapped pockets in the Eifel 
region dealt new blows to the 
apparently fast-ebbing Ger- 
man defense which may fore 
shadow an early end of the 


war in Europe. 

The Yanks across the Rhine at 
Remagen made their advances— 
deepening and lengthening their 
already powerful bridgehead — 
against the desperate opposition of 
enemy armor and infantry rushed 


there in a frantic effort to prevent 
the United States First Army 
from rolling up the entire German 
Rhine line from the rear. 


The Germans said American 
shock troops were storming across 
the Rhine in assault boats at 
Honnef, five miles hftorth of 
Remagen, and that desperate 
fighting was going on for the east 
bank town which had changed 
hands several times. Honnef is on 
a superhighway which leads north 
to Cologne and the Ruhr. This 
highway runs about seven miles 
east of Remagen and there were 
indications that advanced Ameri- 
can elements were within about a ~ 
mile of the road there. 


On the basis of Associated Presg 
front dispatches from Remagen 
early today, the Americans are 
punching inland and along the 
river. The Germans, beset by 
battered communications and low- 
ered morale, have not yet brought 
sufficient strength into the bridge- 
head area to halt the attackers, 
Both sides, however, were mass 
ing men and armor as fast as they 
could for a crucial battle in the 
Remagen area,

ON THE RHINE, March 9 
(Delayed) (AP).—Few actions in 
World War II will be remembered 
longer than the dashing coup 
which first put the American 

Army across the Rhine. 
Wednesday's capture of the 
bridge at Remagen, which took 
advantage of a cataclysmic Ger- 
man fumble, was a classic ex- 
ample of brilliant daring and 
quick thinking in the American 


tradition. 

The -bridge was taken by the 
Ninth Armored Division’s Combat 
Command B led by Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam M, Hoge of Lexington, Mo., 
builder of the Alcan highway 
across Western Canada to Alaska. 

The decision to try to seize it 
was made by Hoge after a hurried 
conference near the water’s edge 
With a task force commanded by 
Lt. Col. Leonard Engeman, Min- 
neapolis, Minn., and Maj, Murray 
Deevers of Hayarville, Ark., com- 
mander of the Twenty-seventh Ar- 
mored Infantry Battalion. 

It is no exaggeration to say 
that this speedy crossing of the 
Rhine has saved the American 
Army 5000 dead and _ = 10,000 
wounded. That is a full division 
—but Allied commanders must 
have been prepared to pay the 
price of 15,000 casualties to gain 
a foothold on the eastern bank 
of the Rhine. 

“The task force,” said Capt. 
Charles Gillett of Newport, Ky., 
“had been given the secondary 
mission to take the bridge if pos- 
sible, but no one really expected 
to. German Army engineers usual- 
ly see that you don’t get a chance 
to reach the bridges intact, but 
this time we moved so fast we 
caught them by surprise. 

“They had prepared the bridge 
for demolition, but their traffic 
had been coming over from the 
west bank all morning. 


“Our men had to move fast be- 
cause a prisoner told them-that 
the German engineers would blow 
the bridge at 1600 hours (4 p. m.).” 

It was then 3:50 p. m., and the 
Yanks had only 10 minutes to go. 

American tanks began bang- 
ing away at enemy gun emplace- 
ments on the other side to pro- 
vide a covering fire and from a 
lofty perch on the western en- 
trance to the bridge Capt. 
Charles A. Caswell of Kanapolis, 
Kan., called for a smoke screen 
to hide the Yanks from the en- 
emy artillery. 

The first group over was Com- 
pany A of the Twenty-seventh 
Armored Infantry Battalion, 
led by Lt. Karl Timmermann 
of West Point, Neb. Dough- 
boys were racing over the 
span when dynamite left by 
the Germans to destroy the 
bridge began to explode. Several 
infantrymen were _ killed or 
wounded, but American  en- 
gineers cut all the wires they 
could find and the march across 
continued as soon as the injured 
had been taken care of by 
medics. 

Three engineers were killed by 
sniper fire as they repaired the 
bridge before the avalanche of 
tanks and men rolled over and 
crushed all further resistance 
near the eastern approaches to 
the bridge. 

Since then the Germans have 
thrown sporadic artillery fire—up 
to 30 rounds an hour—at the 
bridge and made several attempts 
to knock it out from the air. Four 
German planes were shot down 
by ack-ack batteries Thursday 
and three more were destroyed 
today, 

The Ninth Armored division is 
comparatively new in combat— 
one of the later streamlined divi- 
sions looked down upon some- 
what as a “little brother” by some 
of the older, heavier outfits like 
the First, Second and Third Ar- 
mored Divisions which pack more 
wallop. But in the “battle of the 
bulge” the Ninth showed—as did 
the Seventh armored, another 
streamlined division — it could 
throw plenty of punch. 

In the present battle from the 
Roer River to the Rhine, the 
Ninth Armored also performed 
well. Before immortalizing it- 
self by carving out the Ameri- 
can springboard across the 
Rhine, it drove 30 miles in seven 
days against considerable re- 
sistance and rounded up more 
than 2000 prisoners, 

The Ninth was activated at 
Camp Funston, Kan., in July, 1943, 
and after training in California 
and maneuvers at Camp Polk, La., 
it arrived in England last August. 
The next month it moved into 
Luxembourg, where it played a de- 
fensive role along the Siegfried 
Line until Von Rundstedt broke 
through the American Ardennes 
line in mid-December. 

The Ninth was split into’ three 
combat commands and each fought 
well. Combat Command A battled 
to halt the German tide at the 
Luxembourg-Belgium border. Com- 
bat Command B—the same unit 
which seized the Remagen bridge 
two days ago—teamed with the

Mrs. Hoge read over, with 
motherly satisfaction, her copy of 
a letter to the then Col. Hoge, 
written by Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur when the Colonel terminated 
his four-year service as Chief of 
Engineers of the new Philippine 
Army, near the end of 1937. 
“With particular satisfaction,” 
Gen. MacArthur wrote, “I have 
noted your co-operation and sym- 
pathetic attitude in dealing with 
individuals of a different race and 
cultural background. This has re- 
sulted in the speedy attainment 
of objectives without friction and 
with maximum instructional bene- 
fit to your subordinates and asso- 
ciliates. In a position that by its 
very nature threw you largely on 
your own resources and removed 
you from any except the most 
general supervision, you have at- 
tained unusual success in contrib- 
uting to the efficient development 
of the Philippine Army. 

“From every standpoint, you 
have so conducted yourself as to 
typify all that is admirable in the 
American Regular Army officer.

Rhine Bridge Jammed With Traffic

Then a tank destroyer slid off 
the bridging and it took three 
hours to get it pulled out of the 
way.

The recommendations do not go 
so far as suggestions made last 
November by the Federal Social 
Security Board, which proposed a 
maxmum weekly benefit of $25, a 
benefit payment period of 26 
weeks, and extension of coverage 
to establishments with as few as 
one employe. The present mini- 
mum is eight employes. 


Summary of Proposals. 
Major soheumnendations by the 
commission follow: 

That the coverage be extended 
to include all employers who em- 
ploy four or more workers in 
20 different weeks in the calen- 
dar year, instead of the present 
minimum of eight employes, 

Extension of the coverage to 
occupations now excluded, such 
as agricultural, domestic and 
municipal workers, insurance 
agents and employes of relig- 
ious, charitable and educational 
institutions. 

A maximum weekly benefit of 
$20 and a minimum of $4. The 
present maximum is $18 a week 
with no prescribed minimum. 

An increase in the benefit pay- 

ment period from a maximum of 
16 weeks to 24 weeks and repeal 
of the waiting period of a week 
now required, before payments 
may begin. 
The eligibility for benefits be 
changed from the present re- 
quirement of earning 40 times 
the weekly benefit, and employ- 
ment for three quarters of a 
year, to a requirement of earn- 
ings of $450 during a base pe- 
riod.

The general contractor is 
Charles Reynolds, a brother, who, 
like Lloyd, was a builder before 
the war. 

Lioyd Reynolds, unable to find 
living quarters for his family, is 
residing with a sister at 6005A 
Kingsbury avenue, his family else- 
where. 

Priorities for materials for the 
building were obtained through 
the office of the Federal Housing 
Administration, 315 North Sev- 
enth street, which processes all 
applications for priorities on 
urban dwellings in Eastern Mis- 
souri. J. W. Kuhlman is district 
director. 

Priorities for this type of build- 
ing are available only to persons 
returned from duty with the 
armed forces. Similarly, priorities 
for farm buildings are processed 
through the offices of the county 
farm agents. 

Reynolds’ home, including the 
40 by 121 foot lot, will cost an es- 
timated $7300 to $7500. 

Bill of Rights Discussed. 

Honorably discharged members 
of the armed forces may obtain 
not only priorities for building 
materials, but financial aid as 
well, either to build or repair 
and improve a home, or to buy 
one. 

Reynolds did not take advan- 
tage of his borrowing power as 
a veteran under the G. IL. Bill of 
Rights, thus has it in reserve. He 
is, however, financing with a. loan 
insured by the FHA. 

In a discussion of the G. I. Bill 
of Rights at a meeting of the 
Producers’ Council last week, it 
was brought out that current con- 
struction costs are 30 to 45 per 
cent above a prewar normal, be- 
cause of using older, slower work- 


prentices both in the construction 
and building supplies fields, and 
other factors. Some reduction in 
this percentage is expected to oc- 
cur through a two-year period fol- 
lowing the end of the war, if 
there is an extensive return of 
man power to the construction 
and materials industries. 
E, Paul Smith, president of the 
St. Louis Federal Savings and 
Loan Association, explained loan 
provisions of the G. I. bill to 
members of the Producers’ Coun- 
cil prior to the discussion. 
When a veteran’s eligibility is 
approved by the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration in the Buder Building, 
headed by Edward J. Wieland, a 
veteran may borrow any amount 
to build, buy, repair or improve 
a home, buy a farm, or start or 
resume a business if he can dem- 
onstrate credit responsibility and 
other evidence of ability to make 
the investment pay. His loan, 
which may be made through any 
loaning agency, will be guaran- 
teed by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion up to 50 per cent of the loan, 
or a maximum of $2000, Smith 
said. 

Must Meet Requirements. 
To build or buy, a veteran May 
also borrow through the FHA up 
to 80 per cent of the cost. Thus, 
a veteran with no money, but 
meeting all other requirements, 
may use a $2000 loan insured by 
the Veterans’ Administration and 
a $4000 loan insured by the FHA 
to acquire a $6000 property. 
To be eligible for a GI loan or 
an FHA loan, or both, the prop- 
erty proposed to be built or pur- 
chased must meet Federal ap- 
praisal requirements of “reason- 
able normal value,” since the loan 
runs with the property thereafter,

In Ford Empire Likely 


To Outlast 


Any Changes 


A Direct Actionist From the School of Hard). 


Knocks—His Influence on Henry Ford II 


Indicates He Will Continue, as Now, to Be a 


Real Operating Head of Organization.

DETROIT, March 10. 
emp!ires in the world—the Ford 


Motor Co.—is approaching a turning point in its history as its 
81-year-old founder, Henry Ford, nears the end of his fabulous 


Qu: of the greatest industrial 


career. 


Its future is of public interest because it affects the lives of 
millions of persons and is a potent factor in our national economy. 
Obviously, its destiny and continued existence depends upon who 
will run it after Ford, still the architect of its major policies, no 


longer performs that function. 

There is no question as to its 
financial control. That will remain 
with the Ford family which in- 
tends to keep it a family enter- 
prise no matter what changes the 
postwar era may bring. Strategical 
decisions may be made by Henry 
Ford Il At 27 this young man 
has been designated by his grand- 
father as heir apparent to the 
throne, with the understanding 
that he will consult with two 
younger brothers, Benson and 
William, now in the armed serv- 
ices, and the top technical and 
production men currently making 
war production hum at River 
Rouge and the Willow Run bomb- 
er plant. 

But young Ford, retired to in- 
active duty from the Navy as 
essential industry man upon the 
death, in 1943, of his father, Edsel 
Ford, is an industrial babe in the 
woods compared with hard driving 
automotive executives who have 
battled their way to the top in 
this, highly competitive field. He 
is learning fast, takes his duties 
as executive vice president seri- 


ously, but is frank to admit that 
he has much to learn and quite a 
bit to unlearn. He eagerly avails 
himself of the advice of. veterans 
in the Ford organization# His ex- 
ecutive experience, previously lim- 
ited to managing the Yale crew, 
is widening rapidly as he studies 
every pnase of his family’s im- 
mense holdings. 


Power Behind Scenes. 


The real struggle, if indeed, it 
has not been won, is for control 
of the power behind the scenes, 
though nominal control of the 
company is vested in the Ford 
family, Today that real power is 
vested in Harry H. Bennett, a di-* 
rect actionist from the school of 
hard knocks, who idolizes Ford 
and has for more than 25 years 
been his Man Friday. A nod from 
Bennett may make or break a 
man in the Ford empire. Major 
executives who antagonize him 
may find it advisable to “resign.” 
Others have been known to roam 
the buildings without an office 
for months at a stretch in expia- 
tion for some breach of Bennett's 
discipline. 

Bennett, at 52, a legendary fig- 
ure in an industry full of bizarre 
characters, runs the Ford Motor 
Co. to all practical purposes. Noth- 
ing escapes him. He often acts 
as judge, jury and prosecutor. 
Seated in a smal] basement office, 
visited almost daily by the octo- 
genarian Ford, who made him a 
director in an executive shake-up 
after the death of Edsel Ford, he 
keeps his finger’ on everything 
that goes on from Dearborn to 
Timbuctoo. There is every reason 
to believe that he will continue 
to run the company in the days 
to come; that he will be the ex- 
ecutive officer who puts into ef- 
fect the policies suggested by 
Henry Ford II and his technical 
advisers. Perhaps he will take a 
hand in shaping the grand strat- 
ézy as well. 


Object of Wonder. 


Among the other auto executives 
in Detroit, Bennett is very much 
of the lone wolf. He goes his own 
way, as does the Ford Motor Co. 
These others look upon him with 
a certain wonder and suspicion 
because he wields such great 
power although he is neither a 
technician, a sales promoter, or 
a production man. As his influ- 
ence has grown, and it has been 
considerably enhanced since Edsel 
Ford’s death, key men such as 
Charles E. “Cast Iron Charlie” 
Sorenson, long-time Ford produc- 
tion wizard; L. S. Sheldrick, chief 
engineer; Albert M. Wibel, pur- 


chasing agent; H. Clay Doss, sales 
specialist, have resigned. 

Sorenson, one of the creators of 
the original Model T mass pro- 
duction assembly line which revo- 
lutionized the automotive indus- 
try, is now president of Willys- 
Overland; Sheldrick is with Gen- 
eral Motors; and Wibel and Doss 
are with Nash-Kelvinator. Re- 
portedly, the wave of resignations 
reflected the defeat of strong men 
who lost out in a battle with a 
stronger one—Bennett. The lat- 
ter tacitly disregards such rumors 
for automobile minded Detroit is 
as full of rumors as a girls’ board- 
ing school. Henry Ford, himself, 
dismisses some of them as fabrica- 
tions of his competitors, 


Many Factional Fights. 


But factional fights are certain- 
ly not novelties in the Ford Mo- 
tor Co., which has few titles in 
its setup., Each executive is a 
monarch in his own field but 
there is a constant undercurrent 
of maneuvering for wider ranges 
of influence. Curiously, the Ford 
policy of pitting one executive 
against another has not altered 
the loyalty of the men affected to 
Ford himself, hose who lose out 
seldom blame “the old man.” They 
keep mum, ascribe defeat to some 
opposing faction, and ‘tea for 
better days. 


Men currently close to the Fords 
and presumably in the favor of 
Bennett, include Burt J. Craig, 
vice president and treasurer; Hud- 
son McCarroll, metallurgist and 
research man; Frank M, Camp- 
sall, secretary to Ford; and such 
crack production men as Ray- 
mond R. Rausch, head of River 
Rouge, and Mead L., Bricker, boss 
of Willow Run, both directors of 
the company. These men fre- 
quently meet with Ford in his pri- 
vate dining room in Greenfield 
Village. But Bennett sees him or 
communicates with him every 


day; he has his ear and his com- 


plete confidence and has become 
guide and mentor to the younger 
Fore. Henry Ford, attracted at 
the outset by Bennett’s outspoken 
loyalty, replied recently to a 
friend who asked him what he 
really thought of Bennett. “Harry 
Bennett,” he said, “ought to be 
President of the United States.” 


Speaks to the Point. 


Bennett, whose formal education 
stopped at the eighth grade sel- 
dom utters a grammatical sen- 
tence but what he says is to the 
point. His executive ‘genius lies in 
his ability to translate the vaguest 
suggestion from the elder Ford 
into immediate action whether it 
be a project costing millions of 
dollars and altering the lives of 
thousands, or the routine job of 
providing a blind war veteran 
with a seeing eye dog. 


Henry Ford doesn’t give direct 
orders. Believing that his daily 
life is ordered by Divine direction 
he doesn’t even make appoint- 
ments more than a few hours 
ahead of time. His directions are 
usually expressed as though he 
were talking aloud to himself. 
They may appear in the guise of 
parables or abstract pronounce- 
ments of principles. 

It was such an oblique sugges- 
tion, the writer learned, that 
caused Bennett to sign the only- 
closed shop contract in the indus- 
try with the CIO automobile 
workers in 1941, astounding those 
who had witnessed years of bloody 
battle between what amounted to 
Bennett’s private police force, 
termed Ford “service men” and 
union organizers. The practical 
doctrine back of the signing of 
the pact, the writer learned, was 
a pious elaboration of the time-

The out- 
come is that American spindles decreased 
7 million—about 22 per cent—while for- 
eign spindles were increasing 10 million. 
In 1944 we had one-sixth fewer mills than 
in 1935.

Not the mills, however, but the growers 
receive the first concerted Government as- 
sistance to restore lost exports. On Nov. 15, 
1944, the Government began paying an ex- 
port subsidy of 4 cents a pound on cotton 
fiber. (A subsidy on export wheat offered 
at the same time was withdrawn after a 
few weeks.) 

A storm of protest rose. We now pay 
taxes to sell foreigners our cotton cheaper 
than we can buy it. The subsidy gives for- 
eign manufacturers a greater advantage 
than they already had. And it is dumping, 
a destructive kind of economic warfare. 
Only five years ago, when Germany dumped 
goods on us, we threw on a supertariff of 
25 per cent. Now we emulate the Nazi ex- 
ample—and begin to build trade barriers

Moreover, 
rayon is superior for some purposes, One 
tire manufacturer told the Cotton Council, 
for instance, that his company is trying 
night and day to work some chemical im- 
provement in cotton that will make it un- 
necessary to abandon or convert its 40 or 
50 million dollars invested in cotton-work- 
ing facilities. 

The whole situation adds up, then, to an 
urgency for better cotton, which may come 
out of research, and cheaper cotton, to meet 
competition from substitutes and to elimi- 
nate any occasion for a higher price at home 
than abroad. 


Workers Will Not Go 
Back to Cotton Wages. 


Using hand labor, cotton can never again 
be produced as cheaply as it has been in the 
past. Hundreds of thousands of field laborers 
have tasted wartime industrial wages. Most 
of them, recent surveys indicate, will go 
on relief before going back to traditional 
cotton wages, which are about the lowest 
the country affords. The situation demands 
labor-saving methods. 

Excepting the partial adoption of tractor 
power, there has been little change in cot- 
ton culture in 40 years. It will be very 
different after the war. Chemical dusts 
will remove the leaves, preparatory to the 
march of efficient picking machines down 
the rows. Three manufacturers have de- 
veloped pickers which have shown labor- 
saving miracles in field tests. 


Another heavy demand for labor will be 
avoided by using the flame _ cultivator, 
which kills weeds with a precisely con- 
trolled jet-of fire. Sober experts, with tests 
to back them, predict 75 and 80 per cent 
overall reduction in man-hour requirements. 

On the flat lands of Texas and the Mis- 
sissippi Delta, machines will supplant men. 
In rolling country, where machines cannot 
be used advantageously, perhaps even great- 
er numbers will abandon cotton because they 
cannot compete by hand with the mechan- 
ized flatlands. At long last, machinery may 
force marginal producers out of cotton—in 
fact, will do so unless cotton Congressmen 
can put through even greater subsidies to 
keep them in. 


The marginal-producer problem is extraor- 
dinarily acute and distressing. In 1939, 54 
per cent of all cotton farms produced four 
bales or less, accounting in the aggregate 
for.only one-sixth of the total crop. If the 
four-bale man owned his land, he could 
pocket an average of $171 net for his sea- 
son’s work. If he paid rent, he cleared $131. 


Small Rewards for 
Labor of Production. 


That is small reward for the labor of 
producing 2000 pounds of cotton. Yet on 
many ,a farm cotton was the only cash crop 
—and few croppers and tenants come near 
producing the food their own families need. 
When to this poverty is added the still 
greater poverty of little growers in Brazil 
and India, it is no wonder that millions 
of miserable people swell the surplus and 
ruin the price. So long as so many remain

Whether Churchill was _ in- 
fluenced to any extent by Schwarz- 
child’s reasoning, or was merely 
reinforced in beliefs that he al- 
ready held, is not disclosed, Cer- 
tainly the expressed ideas of the 
two men while not identical, are 
complementary. Churchill's state- 
ment that the war was becoming 
less ideological in its nature is 
not specifically approved . by 
Schwarzchild, for instance, but 
the latter does insist that “super- 
imposed” social aims and asso- 
ciated idealistic aspirations should 
be rigorously separated from the 
business of securing the peace. 


Advocates Capitalism. 


Schwarzchild is also an unterri- 
fied advocate of capitalism. His 
conception of capitalism, however, 
is essentially classic and his be- 
lief that men, goods, money and 
ideas should be free, at all times, 
to move across national boun- 
daries, is as challenging to the 
right as his aversion to socialism 
and revolution is to the left. 

Indeed the supreme virtue of 
the book is that it makes no con- 
cession to hallowed sentiments 
wherever found unless they are 
supported by evidence that the 
author considers irrefutable. This 
type of close, hard-boiled reason- 
ing has an inevitable flavor of 
cynicism—so much so that one is 
a little surprised to find that 
Schwarzchild is a devoted believer 


in democracy, that he approves of 


government spending in emergen- 


cies, that he regards insurance 
against every conceivable human 
crisis from “the cradle to the 
grave” as a social necessity and 
is sure that some system such as 
the Beveridge plan is bound to 
sweep the worlds 


His realistic approach to the 
peace and the proposed world au- 
thority constitute however the 
most forceful and—because of the 
present state of public interest in 
these matters—the most arresting 
parts of his book. The substance 
of his whole thinking on this 
subject may be reduced to one 
proposition. 


‘Authority’ an Experiment. 


“The world authority,” he says, 
“is an experiment which must 
be undertaken but which may 
fail. A peace settlement must 
be made which can survive even 
if this é¢xperiment fails.” 

Why should the experiment fail? 
Because, says Schwarzchild in ef- 
fect, it must, like all other edi- 
fices of man, be founded upon 
human nature and there is noth- 
ing to show that essential human 
instincts have changed in the 

slightest degree for three thou- 
sand years. There was the “Old 
Adam”—a creature of wild and 
contradictory impulses who want- 
ed to rule and be ruled, who de- 
sired peace but had an imperious 
urge to conflict, who erected al- 
tars and then destroyed them. 
Now there is a “New Adam” who | 
looks different and speaks a dif-| 
ferent language but who, under 
pressure and even without pres- 
sure, is an emotional twin of 
“Old Adam”—if not the same per- 
son—as yecent human history 
abundantly testifies. 

It would be tragic, Schwarz- 
child argues, to base any covrse 
of action upon the belief that hu- 
man n ture has changed in its 
essence. This was Woodrow Wil- 
son’s misiake and ensuing events 
are a commentary upon its tragic 
nature. 

Wilson spoke of a new longing 


They desired a new course of ac- 
tion, True, perhaps, says Schwarz- 
child—though the longing for a 
world organization had been 
talked of during the Sung dynasty 
and had transformed the Roman 
conquests into the Pax Romana— 
but the existing of a longing 
“does not necessarily mean the 
presence of capacities necessary 
for its realization.” 

The raw material of the new 
world is therefore not a “New 
Adam” but the old one, and his 
characteristics appear in both 
leaders and followers. One of 
these is an unwillingness or an 
inability to operate an orderly so- 
ciety without the use of force, 
Morality and social stability are 
preserved within a given commu- 
nity, says Schwarzchild, because 
the state is armed and the citizen 
is disarmed. 


From this he concludes that no 
effective world government is 
possible until the separate states 
are prepared to disarm them- 
selves completely and invest all 
military power in the supreme 
goyernment. Most persons will 
agree with the author that no 
state—whether little Switzerland 
or big Russia—would even con- 
sider such a proposal at the pres 
ent time. 

What then? Should thoughts of 
a world order be abandoned? Not 
at all, says Schwarzchild. 


Deserves Encouragement. 


“After this war” he says, “the 
urge to establish some sort of 
world authority will be hardly 
less intense than after the last 
war. The will once more to at- 
tempt it deserves as much en- 
couragement as it did then. Al- 
though there can be no certainty 
that it will succeed, there is no 
certainty that it will fail either. 
Even if it succeeds only partly or 
temporarily it can be useful. 


“But we must see to it that. the 
attempt does not degenerate once 
again into a senseless gamble. Once 
again, after this victory is 
achieved, the victors will hold a 
precious prize wrenched from the 
jaws of hell. They must not again 
carry this prize directly from hell 
to the roulette table and reck- 
lessly stake it-on one number 
called ‘world authority.’ They 
must not, in an effort to increase 
the prize in this fashion, once 
again risk losing it at one throw. 

“Two completely separate tasks 
will confront the victors after the 
last shot is fired; they must set 
out on their journey to the fu- 
ture not on one rail but two—one 
the rail of hope and the other the 
rail of security. 

“They should try to make the 
world authority as much of a 
reality as they can. But entirely 
independent of it a settlement 
must be made of which not one 
word, not one comma, not one 
regulation or mechanism presup- 
poses the existence of a world au- 
thority. This settlement must be 
such that not one stone of it will 
be displaced even if the world 
authority becomes iragile. , . . 


A ‘Robust’ Settlement. 


“Once the principle is accepted 
that the settlement should in no 


‘way depend upon the fate of the 
'world authority, it will have to be 


a fairly robust, earthly kind of 
settlement. A number of intricate, 
subtle risky novelties, will have 
to be excluded; and this alone will 
simplify the problem. ™ 

The heart and soul of this “ro- 
bust earthly” settlement will be 
the dispositions affecting Ger- 
many. Schwarzchild proposes to- 
tal demilitarization—and he means 
total. Germany’s army should be 
reduced not to 50 thousand or 10 
thousand men but to zero and 
the manufacture of any conceiv- 


that had entered men’s hearts.

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No Chance for Chadeayne 


The 1945 St. Louis mayoralty campaign was 
over even before it began. Barring some sen- 
sational and unforeseeable event, Mayor Kauf- 
mann is sure to be re-elected for a four-year 
term. The Democratic candidate, Henry Cha- 
deayne, hasn’t a Chinaman’s chance to win. He 
has merely offered himself as a sacrifice in the 
interest of the two-party system and to save the 
local Democratic party from the ignominy of 
being unable to offer a candidate at all. 

Why is the outcome of the election already 
plain? It is because the independent St. Louis 
voter—he who decides elections—really has no 
choice, if the interest of good government is to 
be protected, except to re-elect Mayor Kauf- 
mann. 

Mr. Chadeayne, of course, is a good man, an 
able man, a public-spirited citizen. But his rec- 
ord, gifts and personality are a matter of little 
consequence compared with the official party 
auspices under which he runs. To such a low 
pass has the local Democratic party fallen that 
its leaders tried in vain for weeks to press the 
mayoralty candidacy on first this man, then that 
one, down through a whole list. All refused. 

At the eleventh hour, a committee of promi- 
nent Democrats was formed to prevent a Repub- 
lican walkover and it succeeded in persuading 
Mr. Chadeayne to offer himself. These Demo- 
crats, representing the better elements of the 
party, are to be congratulated not only for ob- 
taining a man of Mr. Chadeayne’s caliber, but for 
other steps they have taken to redeem and re- 
form the local organization. 

That, however, is not a job that can be done 
in the short time between now and the mayoralty 
election. It is a job that will require, if it is 
done properly, a reorganization of the party in 
the wards and precincts and the elimination of 
many Committeemen and Committeewomen who 
now control it. | 

Before it can properly ask the voters of St. 
Louis for confidence, before it can ask to be 
placed in power at the City Hall, the local Demo- 
cratic party has a lot of laundry work to do. 

It is the party which concocted the governor- 
ship steal of 1941—a plot to deprive the duly 


‘ elected Governor, Forrest Donnell, of his seat in 


favor of Larry McDaniel. That plot, finally ex- 
ploded by a Democratic Supreme Court, resulted 
in a veritable political revolution in St. Louis, 
Mayor Dickmann, who had served two terms 
and was in many respects a good Mayor, refused 
to dissociate himself from the plot. He was 
turned out of office in favor of the Republican 
candidate, William Dee Becker, by an avalanche 
of votes. Becker’s margin was 35,737. 

The party which now seeks the voter’s favor 
by the Chadeayne candidacy is the one which 
permitted the nomination of Patrick Burke for 
Mayor last summer over a well-known man of 
high character, Joseph Darst. Burke’s back- 
ground and associations were\ such as to cause 
another political revolution. Although Mr, 
Roosevelt carried St. Louis by more than 70,000, 
Burke lost by nearly 30,000 votes. Forty-seven 
thousand who voted for Roosevelt scratched 
Burke’s name. This ticket-splitting had no 
precedent in local political history. 

Finally, the local Democratic party is the one 
which engineered the nomination and election of 
Sheriff John F. Dougherty, who has been part 
owner of the notorious Hyde Park gambling joint 
and whose friends and associates for 20 years 
have been Egan gangsters and Rat Alley gam- 
blers. Once in office, Dougherty surrounded 
himself with underworld deputies, some of whom 
were held over from the previous administra- 
tion of the office. Since the Post-Dispatch has 
exposed police records of many among them, 
three deputies, including the Chief Deputy, have 
resigned and nine more deputies have been fired 
by the Circuit Judges. Dougherty himself re- 
fuses to resign, although urged to do so by the 
better elements of the party. 

The community did not know who Dougherty 
was, but the Democratic machine crowd did. In 
fact, Egan gangsters who have muscled into the 
party since their discharge from prison used 
tactics of intimidation to prevent effective op- 
position to Dougherty’s nomination. 

No matter how fine a man Mr. Chadeayne is, 
or how eager for reform, such is the background 
and composition of the party which he has been 
induced to represent. 

His Republican opponent, Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
became Mayor under tragic circumstances in 
August, 1943. He approached his new duties 
with modesty and perseverance and has always 
been willing to listen to good advice. As he has 
gradually obtained a mastery of municipal prob- 
lems, he has won, to a remarkable degree, the 
confidence of the community. The landslide 
defeat of his opponent, Patrick Burke, last No- 
vember was not only a rebuke to Burke but an 
expression of faith in Kaufmann. 

There will be occasion during the campaign 
to discuss Kaufmann’s record and achievements 
as Mayor, but it suffices here to say that the 
Democratic candidate will find it difficult to 
propose a single basic municipal issue to influ- 
ence voters. Kaufmann has been a good Mayor. 
Why turn him out? Why, especially, turn him 
out in view of the decadence into which the local 
Democratic party has fallen? 

For the independent voter, these questions 
answer themselves. 
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Fame Comes to Eldon, Mo. 

The Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce of 
America has its offices in the Empire State 
Building, New York City, but it knows that an 
important event in aviation development is hap- 
pening at Eldon, Mo. (population 2590), near 
Lake of the Ozarks. That event is construction 
of Missouri’s first airpark, one of the first in 
the nation, and it is the subject that takes up 
more space than any other in the latest issue of 
the ACCA’s publication, Planes. 

‘The model airpark at Eldon, this article says, 
will soon present “factual answers to many 
problems facing communities in  airpark 
planning.” The accompanying sketch shows a 
compact field with two sodded runways, 2000 and 
2300 feet long, respectively, near a main high- 
way and only three blocks from the town’s busi- 
ness section. In addition to facilities for post- 
war civilian flying, there will be a nine-hole 
golf course, tennis courts and other recreation 
facilities. 

This development is sponsored by the city 
and the State, and follows ACCA recommenda- 
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tions intended to make Eldon’s airport “a model 
for the nation.” Other Missouri cities and the 
country at large will be watching Eldon’s ex- 
perience, to prepare for the day when air travel 
will be commonplace. They will be getting in 
line later, but Eldon is the pioneer, and so is 
basking in national fame. 
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Blockbust the Paperwork 


Government guarantee of loans to veterans 
anxious to go in business for themselves has 
been vigorously backed by the American Legion, 
which hopes thereby to put a million veterans 
into small business. The Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development has indorsed the plan as a 
basic encourager of a well-balanced private en- 
terprise system. Nonetheless, it begins to look 
as though the small-business-loan part of Title 
II of the GI Bill of Rights will be drowned in 
a sea of paperwork. 

It is the Government’s besetting sin of over- 
elaborate administrative procedure, Charles Hurd 
points out in the New York Times, that is wither- 
ing this supposed helping hand for the returning 
veteran. Picture a soldier coming back from 
Germany or Japan expecting to work out his 
future in line with Government promises, only 
to find, as Mr. Hurd puts it, “that the first step 
in undertaking to get a semi-guaranteed loan 
will be the reading of a copy of regulations more 
than 15,000 words long, reminiscent in:form to, 
but much longer than, the old-style instructions 
issued with income tax blanks.” 

Next he will find that his honorable discharge 
isn’t enough to qualify him—he must get a spe- 
cial “certification of eligibility” from the Vet- 
erans’ Administration. Then he applies for the 
guarantee—the blank is three and a half feet of 
paper with questions on both sides! Then the 
Veterans’ Administration and the RFC and the 
Smaller War Plants Corporation must all say Yes. 

If, after running this gantlet, all the agencies 
agree that there’s a pretty good chance that the 
veteran will repay within 20 years a loan some- 
body else will make him, the Government will 
guarantee half of it, up to $2000. But the regu- 
lations state quite clearly that if Uncle Sam has 
to pay anything on the guarantee, “the veteran 
will become obligated for the repayment to the 
Government” of whatever it has had to pay. 

A corporation with a trained legal and ac- 
counting staff could handle such a complicated 
proposition, but it would absolutely mystify the 
average layman. Most of the GI Joes could be 
expected to say “Aw, what the hell,” and try 
the loan sharks instead. If the Government 
means to keep faith with the veterans, it had 
better use a blockbuster on the paperwork. 
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Graves on the Ledo Road 


For every mile of the 1044-mile Ledo supply 
road from India to China, there’s a grave of 
an American soldier. The War Department says 
this was the cost among those who fought and 
worked so the Chinese might have War supplies, 
Yet some of Chungking’s crack troops, report- 
edly using lend-lease weapons, are held out of 
the war with Japan to blockade the Communists 
in North China. 

This is not what the Burma and Ledo road 
supplies were meant for. This is not what the 
Americans died for along the Ledo road. All 
the strength of American diplomacy should be 
aimed toward unity among the Chinese Com- 
munists and the Central Government, so the 
two may join to fight Japan. Then the debt 
to the Ledo road-builders would be partly paid. 
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Real Estate Price Control 

Only one fault can be found with OPA Admin- 
istrator Bowles’ proposal to put price ceilings on 
the sale of real estate. In evident reluctance to 
tackle the knotty problem of fair value, the Gov- 
ernment has waited about two years too long, 
after much harm has already been done. 

Sales ceilings should have gone on simulta- 
neously with rent ceilings. Because they did not, 
the shortage of housing quickly pushed sales 
prices high out of line. The consequences are 
endlessly repeated in St. Louis and every city. 
Long columns of dwellings are offered for sale 
and almost nothing for rent. And, as many a 
disheartened house-hunter can testify, houses 
stand vacant for months while the owners try 
to sell, fearful of losing a sale if the property 
were rented under the rule requiring 90-day no- 
tice to vacate. 

It would now be very difficult to correct this 
misalignment of prices to rents. There is, how- 
ever, danger of worse to come, With little 
early prospect for new housing, prices could 
easily go much higher. Prices of farm lands 
are still rising. Late though the day is, real es- 
tate price control should be adopted, 
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Recent requests of the OWI are that we file 
tax returns at once and buy only what we need 
for Easter, but if we obey the first request, the 
second seems a little unnecessary. 
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Reluctance? 


Why the 

While approving the bill for raising the na- 
tional debt ceiling, Republican members of the 
House Ways and Means Committee said they 
did so “reluctantly ... because we are unable 
to prevent the continued shameful waste by 


the administration in public spending.” Why, 
we wonder, the reluctance? 

Do the Republicans refer to war spending? 
If so, this is the first time extravagance has been 
charged, for it is fully understood that the more 
money we spend for ammunition and equipment, 
the less will be the war’s cost in lives. 

As for non-war spending, the administration 
hasn’t done so badly. In his budget message of 
Jan. 9, Mr. Roosevelt said that of the 83 billion 
outlay for the new fiscal year, 84 per cent would 
go to direct war expenditures; 12 per cent would 
go to veterans, interest and tax refunds, and 
only 4 per cent, or around $3,300,000,000, to all 
other Government activities. This, the Repub- 
licans should observe, is about half their cost in 
the pre-war years. 

The Republicans’ alleged reluctance sounds 
more like an attempt to store up campaign am- 
munition for '46 and ’48,

‘The Crusade Against Plug-Uglies

National weekly of newspaper men’s union terms Post-Dispatch 
campaign against radio plug-uglies a new kind of crusade “in be- 
half of the dignity of news’; the country is following it, and sev- 
eral stations have eliminated middle-commercials in news, it says.

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch has begun 
a new kind of crusade, this one in behalf 
of the dignity of news as treated by radio. 
Joseph Pulitzer’s paper is pursuing the 
matter with the same vigor it used against 
the Teapot Dome scandal and the Pender- 
gast machine. 


The target of the attack is the “plug- 
ugly,” by which the paper means distasteful 
advertising plugs in news broadcasts, 


The first editorial of the campaign, “A 
Suggestion to Radio,” said: “NBC, Colum- 
bia, Mutual and the Blue Network (1) 
should stop interrupting news broadcasts 
with commercial plugs and (2) should stop 
permitting these broadcasts to be spon- 
sored by objectionable advertisers.” 

In later editorials, the Post-Dispatch fol- 
lowed this line of reasoning: Radio is 
meant to operate in the public service, 
Broadcasting news is a major service, 
which often reaches sublime heights in re- 
porting the heroic and tragic news of war. 


“The public should not be compelled to 
listen to commercial plugs in the midst of 
news, or be nauseated by the appeals of 
patent medicine or cosmetic advertising.” 


Applause From Many Sources 


The campaign has received wide atten- 
tion from news magazines, trade papers, 
and other newspapers. Some of these have 
urged the Post-Dispatch to extend its cam- 
paign against all forms of bad taste and 
“excessive commercialism” in radio. This 
the Post-Dispatch has refused to do, cling- 
ing to the single attack on news plugs: “In 
a news broadcast, an objectionable plug is 
particularly obnoxious.” 

The new chairman of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, Paul Porter, in- 
dorses the plug-ugly campaign, and so did 
another FCC member, Ray C. Wakefield. 

Porter said: “The issue is whether radio 
stations will cry out advertising wareg in- 
discriminately in news broadcasts or tem- 
per them in good taste. Listeners, as our 
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mail shows, are becoming disturbed by the 
increasing trend to the former practice.” 


An enthusiastic response came from the 
Association of Radio News Analysts, which 
represents most of the prominent radio 
commentators. The A, R, N. A, has had 
only mild success in its own fight against 
the interrupting “middle commercials,” 


Listeners quoted in the Post-Dispatch 
complained of “awful tripe” on the air. 
The trade publication, Broadcasting, in- 
dorsed the Post-Dispatch editorials. 


William C. D’Arcy, of the D'Arcy Adver- 
tising Co., and William A. Hart, advertis- 
ing director for duPont, wrote letters criti- 
cising plug-uglies, with D’Arcy speaking of 
commercials that “intrude and kill rather 
than excite a selling response.” However, 
the networks and advertisers have, for the 
most part, remained resistant, 


Several Stations Act 


Several individual stations have elimi- 
nated the middle commercials in news. The 
Post-Dispatch station, KSD, did so in June, 
and so did WJR, Detroit. Since the edito- 
rial campaign began, similar action has 
been announced by WTMJ, the Milwaukee 
Journal station; WIBC, the Indianapolis 
News; KFRE, Fresno, Cal., and WCMI, 
Ashland, Ky. 


One point in the campaign is that radio 
income is greater than ever. Time sales 
by the major networks reached more than 
$126,000,000 last year. 


The paper also has pointed out several 
times, as did FCC Chairman Porter, that 
Senator Wheeler had proposed legislation 
to forbid sponsorship of radio news, 


Wheeler maintained that advertisers 
should not be allowed to influence the re- 
porting of news in any way. Many of those 
who have expressed approval of the Post- 
Dispatch campaign have warned broadcast- 
ers that, in the words of the paper itself, 
“It would be better for them to clean house, 
lest Congress take up the broom.”

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Charming V olume of Memoirs

“American Chronicle: The Autobiography of Rag 
Stannard Baker (David Grayson).’’ (Charies Secrib- 
ner’s Sons, New York.) 

In this charming and leisurely volume, a 
man of lively personality and diverse expe- 
rienceg hag written an excellent chapter in 
American social history. His account will 
appeal to many. To some he was one of 
the ablest of the “muckrakers”; to others 
he was the wise and helpful “David Gray- 
son”; to a third group he achieved his 
pinnacle as the editor and biographer of 
Woodrow Wilson, 

There will be many readers, however, who 
will find their greatest pleasure in the man 
himself. So calmly and yet so vitally does 
he relate his “pilgrim’s progress” from «a 
$4-a-week reporter on the Chicago Record 
to the completion of his eight-volume “Wil- 
son” that the reader may well feel that 
he has observed America come of age. He 
was involved in many phases of American 
development, and his perceptive intelligence 
and social consciousness gave him great 
advantage. He had an instinct for news 
and an understanding of Americana,

Baker marched with Coxey’s Army and 
reported the Pullman strike in 1894. A few 
years later, he was writing stories for the 
Youth’s Companion, and after a varied 
apprenticeship, joined McClure’g for his 
most exciting journalistic phase. Associat- 
ed with Ida Tarbell and Lincoln Steffens, 
he reported the pathology of American life. 
Not all his energies went into muckraking, 
however. He toured Germany; he attend- 
ed the birth of Marconi’s invention; he 
visited Jack London, 3 

When such activity began to pall, he con- 
ceived “David Grayson,” and so gave rein 
to the more reflective side of his nature, 
In this capacity, he was both a philosopher 
and a victim of his anonymity, for strangers 
ran up bills, lectured for fees and even de- 
ceived trusting maidens under this gracious 
nom de plume. Even while he was “Gray- 
son,” Baker kept an eye on American poli- 
tics. He sized up Teddy’s virtues and weak- 
nesses; he developed great confidence in 
La Follette; he worshiped Wilson for giv- 
ing new meaning and force to democracy. 


The advent of World War I, of course, 
halted the realization of his hopes; at the 
same time, he found new opportunities. At 
the request of the State Department in 1918, 
he went to survey the European scene. In 
England, he observed the Labor party with 
great interest and acumen. He took a 
prominent place in the preliminaries of the 
peacé conference, where he organized the 
Press Department and agonized over the 
defeat of the Wilsonian ideals and policies 
and the maneuvers of the old diplomacy. 
Afterward he fought in this country for 
the treaty, and did everything in his power 
to achieve victory. 

Failure in some of his most cherished 
aims has not withered Baker's enthusiasm; 
age has not dulled his perception or his 
sympathies. This autobiography is indeed 
his greatest adventure in contentment.

LTHOUGH we may be confident that the sound thinking of 
experienced military minds ultimately will govern the policy of 
our Government in the acquisition of additional naval and air 
bases after the war, certain utterances in the public press suggest 
that timely education of our people concerning the nature and func- 
tion of extra-continental bases is in order, 
the compelling force of public opinion may well affect the course of 
events in this field which logically belongs to the military experts

whom they have hired to perform 


it is apparent that an enlightened public opinion can be an asset— 


or, rather, by its enlightenment 
the ti@ie for decision arrives. 


Amateur strategists, basing their 
profound thinking upon a 10-inch 
globe in one-corner of the living 
room, are giving forth in am- 
bitious terms on what our “glob- 
al” base system should be. The 
way to security, one gathers _— 
them, is a system of far-flung 
bases girding this trouble-ridden 
world. With pencil and dividers, 
they demonstrate that from these 
strategically located bases we can 
pounce upon any power so mis- 
chievous as to attempt upsetting 
the international apple cart. 

And a very fine idea that would 
be. The only trouble is that mere 


possession of a base, however it} 


may be defined, literally means 
nothing. A base to be an effective 
instrument in discouraging or 
crushing offensive action by a po- 
tential enemy must be fitted with 
the weapons for that job—ships, 
pianes, and men. To make these 
‘weapons useful, the base must be 
served by an adequate, secure line 
of supply. In short, the mere real 
estate and local facilities which 
make up a base are useful only 
to the extent that they imple- 
ment an appropriate fleet phys- 
ically present and ready for action. 

Striking cases in point were the 
superbly fitted British bases in 
China and Malaya, They possessed 
the means to support a powerful 
fleet, a fleet quite adequate for 
dealing with the Japanese. But 
the Japanese were not dealt with, 
because the bases lacked one vital 
tlement—the fleet. It just wasn’t 
there. And it couldn’t get there. 
The result is tragically well 
known. se bases, Hong-Kong 
and Singapore, speedily were put 
to use for the purpose of sustain- 
ing a fleet—but it was the Japa- 
nese fleet, the naval force which 
was able physically to get there 
and employ the facilities they 
provided. ’ 

Our own less pretentious bases 
In the Philippines presented a 
similar woeful picture. Despite 
the superb heroism of their de- 
fenders, they could not serve ef- 
fectively to oppose the enemy 
simply because the force which 
they were intended to support 
didn’t exist. ‘ 

Loose Thinking. 

It is loose thinking to hold that 
the disaster at Pearl Harbor pre- 
vented the United States Pacific 
Fleet from proceeding to the Far 
East and operating from our own 
and British bases against the 
Japanese. Even had we not lost 
a single ship at Pearl Harbor, we 
could not have sent our fleet to 
the Far East with any prospect 
other than disaster worse than 
that which befell it at Pearl Har- 
bor. Our Pacific Fleet lacked 
the air strength and the train to 
support it in such a foray. Our 
bases in the Philippines lacked 
the local forces necessary to make 
them secure havens for the fleet 
between battles. And few persons 
in the Navy did not realize that. 
Indeed, our Pearl Harbor base, 80 
much closer to home, proved hope- 
lessly inadequate in its local de- 
fenses to justify its purpose as & 
secure jumping-off place for fleet 

rations. 
°F With these tragic examples in 
mind, some realistic thinking 1s 
possible on the question of our 
future bases in the postwar per- 
fod. The number and location 
of the bases we shall retain or 
acquire is measurable by one in- 
exorable yardstick—the extent to 
which our nation is capable and 
willing to provide both the means 
of making them secure and the 
forces usefully to employ them. 

Assuming, as we may, that we 
will retain Pearl Harbor asa base, 
we are then committed definitely 
to the obligation of maintaining 
there a military establishment 
capable of dealing with any en- 
emy force seeking to destroy it. 
That alone would keep Pearl Har- 
bor safely in our possession, pro- 
vided a secure supply line were 
maintained, But Pearl Harbor 
as territory to be preserved 
against enemy aggression is only 
half of the picture. Pear] Harbor 
as a base has value only if we 
are able and willing to maintain 
a fleet of sufficient size profit- 
ably to employ its facilities for 
operations against an enemy. 


Tragic Lesson. 

Now our commitment as to 
Pearl Harbor alone is a consider- 
able one. Tragic experience has 
taught us that the investment in 
dollars and men must be consid- 
erably more than that which we 
assumed adequate in the days be- 
fore Dec. 7, 1941. Certainly, as 
a2 minimum, it involves main- 
taining there a force greater 
than any which a potential en- 
emy could reasonably be _ pre- 
sumed able to send against it. 
This is a large order. 

With Pearl Harbor thus satis- 
factorily dealt with, let’s look at 
some other places widely talked 
about as future bases. There are 
the Marshall Islands, whose spa- 
cious lagoons suggest their use 
as fleet bases. But the same re- 
quirements of retention apply to 
them as to Pearl Harbor. Assum- 
ing that they are to serve as links 
in our Pacific defense chain, they 
must be garrisoned in such 
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such tasks. Bearing that in mind,

strength as to handle attacking 
forces likely to be launched 
against them from potential en- 
emy territory in greater proxim- 
ity to them than to Pearl Harbor. 
Distance is a prime military fac- 
tor. Reasonably, then, we must 
count upon stronger local forces 
as well as more heavily guarded 
lines of supply if the Marshalls 
are to be regarded with certainty 
as an asset in a future Pacific 
war, 


Viewed thus, the progressively 
increasing burden of realistically 
maintaining distant bases becomes 
evident. It is not necessary to 
consider each individual sug- 
gested site. But, just for em- 
phasis, let’s skip on with our liv- 
ing-room strategist and his little 
globe to the outer rim of his ad- 
vocated planning. This outer rim, 
one gathers from current press 
and radio discussion, is East Asia 
for the Pacific. Far-flung indeed 
would be United States’ stations 
in the Philippines, Formosa, and 
even the more distant reaches of 
the Southwest Pacific. 


Bearing in mind that a base is 
useless unless it is made secure 
it follows that should we reach 
out to the far limits of the Pa- 
cific we must maintain sufficient 
military strength to defend the 
distant stations against whatever 
force near-by Asia could send 
against them, as well as a fleet 
sufficiently large and amply sup- 
ported by a train enabling it on 
short notice to operate in those 
remote waters. This can be no 
force in the planning stage, no 
fleet on the drawing boards. We 
should know by now that not 
only time and tide but also an ag- 
gressive enemy wait for no man. 
The force and the fleet must be 
in being. 


Consider the Cost. 


At this point, perhaps our global 
planner will for a moment turn 
from his maps and take a look at 
his current income tax return. 
Can he imagine the figures he 
would have to enter upon future 
Internal Revenue forms if to the 
normal costs of government and 
the burden of retiring our cur- 
rent debt there were added the 
expenses Of maintaining his far- 
flung system of bases in the nec- 
essary state of security and readi- 
ness? 


Of course, in considering the 
Pacific we view only a part of the 
ambitious plans that lightly are 
being bandied about. It takes but, 
a slight spin of his globe to en- 
able our living-room strategist to 
start spec | dots on remote re- 
gions beyond the Atlantic. “Now, 
we built some bases in Africa. 
We paid for ’em. Why shouldn't 
we hold onto ’em?” Thus runs 
the argument, The answer, of 
course, is that we can’t hold onto 
them. There simply aren’t enough 
American dollars or American 
people to maintain securely any 
such array. Even were our re- 
sources not depleted by carrying 
the great material burden of the 
current conflict, we still couldn't 
do it 

Abandonment of the costly in- 
stallations which we have con- 
structed in the course of this war 
is certain to rouse opposition by 
its bald statement. There is a 
natural tendency to think that 
that which we have paid for we 
should hold. But in the case of 
many of these installations, it is 
easily appréciated that their con- 
struction was dictated by strategic 
considerations of the moment, con- 
siderations which no longer affect 
our military situation. On Guadal- 
canal, we have built numerous air 
fields. They were constructed for 
the specific purpose of enabling 
us to bomb the Japs further up 
the Solomons chain. When the 
tide of war has swept the Jap 
back to his homeland, the bases 
on Guadalcanal will no longer 
have value—any more than do the 
bullets which the Marines there 
fired to kill the enemy who sought 
to oppose them. Being valueless 
to us, we should just write them 
off as an expendable item in a 
costly war. 


been characterized all 


undoubtedly be of use to us, The 
fact that we cannot afford them 
detracts not one whit from their 
desirability, any more than lack of 
a penny lesseng the little boy’s de- 
sire to possess a luscious lollypop. 
In the cases of bases, there is a 
practicable solution. But the so- 
lution lies in the field of the diplo- 
matist. It is his job to work out 
a realistic system of world organ- 
ization wherein the collective re- 
sources of people of good will can 
be pooled to maintain world order. 
With such a system organized, 
access to necessary bases would be 
assured to the high contracting 
parties in their moves to suppress 
aggression, Maintenance and lo- 
cal security of the bases would be 
divided along the logical lines of 
geography, each nation maintain- 
ing the bases within its own terri- 
tory. Coupled with a stern policy 
of swift punishment for any ag- 
gressor nation showing signs of 
restivVeness, it would bring the 
maintenance of military stations 
within practicable economic limits. 
This will take a bit of doing. 
Obvidusly, the first task is an ac- 
curate estimate of the identity of 
our friends in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. It is something within the 
province of our foreign relations 
counselors, upon whose estimates 
and undertakings the military 
would base their plans. ~~ 


Having identified our friends, 
we must convince them that we 
are willing and able to join 
promptly in any military moves 
necessary to prevent aggressive 
action by potential disturbers of 
the peace, This may be quite a 
task. Our diplomatic history has 
too fre- 
quently by firing of verbal broad- 
sides which we could not back up 
by artillery broadsides. Almost 
alone among nations, we have 
showed a tendency to forget the 
identity of diplomatic frontiers. 
We have tended to put up stop 
signs without providing the police- 
men to enforce their observance, 
Our possible friends know that. 
They may be pardoned a dubious 
attitude toward any expressions 
of future intent on our part. 


Quid Pro Quo. 


We would, for example, find it 
handy, in all probability, to have 
access to those bases in the Far 
East whose maintenance we our- 
selves cannot afford. But if we 
enter into agreements with China, 
for instance, granting us access 
to facilities within her restored 
borders, we shall have to convince 
her that we will not wait five 
years before joining her in future 
militar¥ opposition to aggression. 
It must be borne in mind that 
when a nation grants us the right 
to use bases in her territory, she 
automatically makes our enemies 
her enemies. Reasonably, then, 
she must insist upon the quid pro 
quo that we regard her enemies 
as ours—and do something about 
it, 

In business it is a well-estab- 
lished principle that no organiza- 
tion is more effective than the 
men who compose it. The same is 
true of international organiza- 
tions. The mere formulation of 
conventions designed to maintain 
peace will lead to nothing unless 
the contracting parties stand will- 
ing and able to take such action 
as is necessary to make them ef- 
fective. 

America’s history paints of her 
a paradoxical picture. She has 
proved an invaluable ally when 
she actually participates in a war. 
But she has also been a dubious 
help in the prevention of war. We 
joined in denouncing the aggres- 
sion of Germany on the Continent, 
yet we took no prompt action to 
show with force that that denunci- 
ation was made in good faith. We 
told the Japanese that their in- 
cursion into Manchuria was a vio- 
lation of our concept of interna- 
tional decency, but when they 
went ahead with, their plans it 
was China alone who fired bullets 
at the invaders. 

Of course, Americans did not 
feel they were acting in bad faith. 
We did not realize that by such 
denunciations we were rousing in 
the breasts of the victims of ag- 
gression false hopes of our mili- 
tary support, thus perhaps leading 
them to undertake hopeless and 
bloody resistance. We thought 
that by denouncing the immoral- 
ity of an act we could somehow 
prevent it. We should by this

be broken only by a counterattack in major force, has been 
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established on the eastern bank by troops of the United States 
Front reports indicate that American forces already 


on the other side are being reinforced with great rapidity—such ex- 
pressions as “pouring across’—"“masses of infantry and tanks’—are 


used to describe the operation. 


The crossing was made at Re- 
magen, about 12 miles south of 
Bonn, where a double track rail- 
way bridge was seized by an 
American lieutenant, who either 
found it unguarded or was able to 
dispose of such guards as there 
may have been, and to prevent 
demolition measures from being 
carried out. 


No one would wish to take from 
this gallant officer the very great 
credit which he deserves, and we 
may be sure that he will receive 
suitable recognition from his supe- 
riors; but it is somewhat less 
than fair to the commander-in- 
chief to ascribe the crossing of 
the Rhine wholly to a “lucky 
break.” 


Aggressive Policy. 


Of course what happened —at 
Remagen or elsewhere—could not 
be precisely anticipated by Gen. 
Eisenhower or by Gen. Bradley, 
commanding the Twelfth Army 
Group, but it is perfectly clear 
that Eisenhower had made up his 
mind to get across the Rhine as 
quickly as possible, and wherever 
he could find a means of doing 
so. His whole disposition of his 
forces made clear the most ag- 
gressive intentions. He was ad- 
vancing On a constantly widening 
front, pushing up to the Rhine 
along 100 miles of its length. No 
concentrated attack by air on the 
Rhine bridges was ordered; our 
airmen gought other targets, In- 
stead, at every place where our 
troops reached the Rhine, the 
most vigorous effort was made to 
get hold of a bridge intact. 

At Duesseldorf, Duisburg, Uer- 
dingen and Cologne the Germans 
destroyed the bridges virtually as 
our patrols set foot upon them. 

What does al] this indicate? It 
indicates that there were not 
enough German troops on the left 
bank of the Rhine to make it 
worth while to destroy the bridges 
in order to trap them. The real 
prize, the bulk of the German 
army, was already across the 
Rhine when the Allied push start- 
ed, and Eisenhower knew it. 
Therefore the bridges were of 
more importance to us than the 
Germans. It was better to leave 
them intact and hope to capture 
one than to destroy them for the 
purpose of trapping a few second- 
rate German divisions left behind 
as delaying forces. This is the 
only explanation which fits all the 
facts as they are now known. 


Strategy Pays Off. 


Consequently Eisenhower’s op- 
erations took on something of the 
nature of a pursuit, calling for 
broad fronts, decentralization of 
command, and the utmost boldness 
and initiative on the part of all 
subordinate commanders. This 


strategy has paid off. Where the 


Germans were expecting us, they 
blew up the bridges—or, as at 
Bonn and Wesel, they defended 
them while their delaying forces 
withdrew across them. But at Re- 
magen we were too quick for 
them, and we are across’. the 
Rhine. Very likely the German 
commander did not expect Amer- 
ican troops in force to reach Re- 
Magen so quickly; he may also 
have calculated that this was an 
unlikely place for a major cross- 
ing to be attempted, for the ter- 
rain east of the Rhine is pretty 
rough at this point. There is also 
to be considered the confusion at- 
tendant upon the swift Allied ad- 
vance, and the great difficulty of 
defending every crossing point of 
a long river line in adequate force, 
especially when a commander is 
faced with such a shortage of 
troops as is the case with Von 
Rundstedt. 
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Whatever may have been the 
German deficiencies, however, the 
fact remains that we are across. 
The Germans are angrily calling it 
an accident—but it was more than 
an accident. It was part of a care- 
fully conceived and boldly execut- 
ed plan, the basis of which was 
the commander-in-chief’s determi- 
nation not only to get close up to 
the Rhine but to get across it and 
destroy the German army on the 
other side without giving that 
army a chance to catch its breath 
after its retreat. 


The initiative displayed by the 
young officer. who captured the 
bridge was beyond praise; but it 
was the initiative which was ex- 
pected of every commander from 
the Army group Generalg down- 
ward, in order to carry out the 
determination of the commander- 
in-chief. The very rapidity with 
which this break is being exploited 
indicates that everything in the 
over-all Allied’ plan was geared to 
take advantage of such an oppor- 
tunity should it occur, 

For the moment, the American 
forces in the Remagen bridgehead 
must seek to expand their holding 
on the east bank of the Rhine, to 
make it secure against German 
counterattack, They will probably 
try to push east some eight miles 
to Elsaffthal, to cut the great 
Cologne-Frankfurt super highway 
and prevent its use by the Ger- 
mans. They will throw pontoon 
bridges over the Rhine in order to 
build up their forces more rapidly. 
Eventually they will try to get 
hold of additional crossing points 
—perhaps by the repair of dam- 
aged bridges at Bonn, Neuwied 
and even at Cologne. Rundstedt 
can be sure that the crossing al- 
ready achieved will be exploited 
boldly and aggressively. 

And it is not easy to see how he 
is going to prevent this from being 
done, or avoid the disastrous con- 
sequences which must follow. 


AMERICANS, NAZIS 
RACE TO CRASHED 
PLANE, YANKS WIN 


LONDON, March 10 (AP).— 
Five members of a Flying For- 


tress crew recently missed capture 
by seconds because an infantry- 
man got there first with a jeep. 

They crash-landed their flak- 
torn bomber in the middle of no- 
man’s land northeast of Stras- 
bourg. A jeep came tearing from 
the American lines' and a Ger- 
man military car came racing 
from the opposite direction but 
the jeep got there first. 

“We had only a faint idea of 
where we were,” said Pilot Lt. 
Earl D. Greenstreet of Kanka- 
kee, Ill., “and as we climbed out 


of the smashed plane we heard a

lot of shooting and looked around. 

“In the distance two motor ve- 
hicles were racing toward the 
plane. One came from the west 
and one from the east. The jeep 
from the west looked like it was 
going to take off. 

“‘Get the hell aboard in a 
hurry,’ an infantryman yelled at 
us as the jeep skidded up to us. 
We lost no time. 

“The jeep shot away like a 
scared rabbit and scattered rifle 
fire whistled around us, I looked 
back and saw a load of Germans 
pull up to the plane. By that time 
we really were rolling and got 
back to a first aid station where 
we waited for the rest of the 
crew to be rounded up.” 

The entire crew was listed as 
missing in action for a week be- 
fore they finally got together and 
got back to their base. 

Four men parachuted to safety 
before the plane crashed. 


New, Heavier 
Blows Against 
Japan Presaged 


Meeting of U. S. Navy 
Chiefs May Augur 
Attack on Ryukyu 
Islands.

ROSSING of the Rhine by 
(C American troops held the news 

spotlight this week end, but 
there were developments elsewhere 
that boded ill for Japan, 

That the Rhine crossing could 
speed up by months the moment 
when the full weight of Allied 
power can be turned against Japan 


was only one phase of the changed 
war scene. 


In bomb-burned Tokyo, at least, 
the mobilization in Washington of 
highest level American naval com- 
manders in the Pacific and with 
them the top-ranking American 
Army and diplomatic figures from 
China could only be construed as 
ominous. 


Official Washington suggestions 
that it was merely coincidence, 
perhaps a result of a spell of good 
flying weather over the Pacific, 
had a tongue-in-cheek sound. They 
were obviously not expected or in- 
tended to be taken at face value. 


Something more than discussion 
of who’s going to be who among 
the American commanders when 
the time comes for the next for- 
ward step against Japan must 
have caused that muster of trans- 
Pacific brass hats. Whatever it 
was, it boded Japan no good, 


It has been generally assumed 
by most military observers that 
the next phase of the attack on 
Japan, whether it comes as a di- 
rect invasion of the Japanese 
islands themselves or by way of 
China, was not to be expected for 
some months. Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz during his Washington 
visit more or less confirmed that. 
He said a wider “base” of ap- 
proach would be needed than has 
yet been gained. The implication 
is that Iwo is only one of several 
Pacific or East China Sea islands 
destined to be ripped from enemy 
control. 

Naval task forces already have 
been lashing at islands of the 
Ryukyu chain which forms a step- 
ping-stone bridge from Japan to 
Formosa. That line of tiny moun- 
tain tops rearing above the sea 
also forms an outer barrier guard- 
ing the supply line upon which 
Japan’s home war industries now 
must depend since communications 
with the South China Sea have 
been rendered precarious, 

Nimitz added that the blockade 
of Japan would not be complete 
until communications with the 
Asiatic mainland also were cut 
That may be an indication of 
where the next naval advances are 
to be expected. It is across the 
Yellow Sea from its own ports on 
the Sea of Japan that the supply 
line sustaining Japanese war fac- 
tories runs, 

The Ryukyu chain is an outpost 
protection for Japan-bound cargo 
craft from northern China. It 
could become a no less deadly 
menace to that supply line, how- 
ever, if any of the islands that 
form the chain fell into Ameritan 
hands for advance air and sub- 
marine base purposes. And that 
certainly is a possibility of the 
near future as both Nimitz and 
Adm, William F. Halsey appraise 
the remaining power of the bat- 
tered Japanese fleet. In their judg- 
ment, it offers no. obstacle to 
American naval ventures into any 
of. the seas that wash Chinese 
shores.

When I first saw Gen. Eisen- 
hower he was holding his third 
press conference since D-day. Eis- 
enhower spoke rapidly and unhesi- 
tatingly for 45 minutes. His 
speech was clean-cut, vigorous 
and dynamic. His mind cut like 
a razor. He wag never at loss for 
a word. He never used a single 
phrase to attract attention to him- 
self. His whole thought was on 
his great task, At the right points, 
his voice had a stirring fighting 
quality. There, I thought, is a real 
leadér and commander of men. 
Listening to Gen. Eisenhower, I 
= deeply proud to be an Amer- 
can, 
In eight different armies, I’ve 
met a good many generals, and 
probably some of them were more 
gifted in one respect or another. 
Nevertheless, I’ve never met an- 
other general who impressed me 
so intensely as Eisenhower—nor 
one who seemed so remarkably 
qualified for his exceptionally dif- 
ficult job. 


Assets in Common. 

Among our Army commanders 
I had lengthy discussions with 
Lt. Gens. Omar Bradley, of Mis- 
souri, Courtney Hodges and 
George S. Patton; shorter ones 
with Maj. Gens. Terry Allen (104th 
Division), Raymond Barton 
(Fourth Division), S. Leroy Irwin 
(Fifth Division), and others. 
Among our Air Force commanders 
I saw a good deal of Lt. Gens. 
Carl Spaatz, Lewis Brereton and 
Ira C, Eaker; and of Maj. Gens. 
Hoyt 8. Vandenberg (Commander- 
in-chief, Ninth Air Force); Elwood 
Quesada and O,.

With 
this you feel they’ve been care- 
fully selected for their jobs; that 
favoritism or politics has had no 
part in their choice. Without ex- 
ception, all are soldiers with a 
great sense of responsibility. And 
no generals in the world are more 
natural and frank in their con- 
tacts with war correspondents, 


Temperaments Vary. 

It happens I’ve mentioned a 
dozen generals, all widely known 
and justly respected in the Euro- 
pean theaters, Naturally, the 
temperaments of this dozen vary 
enormously, Bradley and Hodges 
are almost shy; unfailingly self- 
effacing. Patton is colorful and 
boastful in speech; a unique in- 
dividualist. Young Maj. Gen. 
“Pete” Quesada is a human dyna- 
mo, as enthusiastic as a young- 
ster. In the same kind of job, 
Maj. Gen, “Opie” Weyland is a

All of our air generals whom I 
met have a consuming and un- 
shakable faith in the .revolution- 
ary role of aviation in warfare, 
They live and breathe the convic- 
tion that their winged service is 
changing the whole conception of 
military strategy and tactics. They 
have the exuberant feeling of lead- 
ers of a great pioneering enter- 
prise.

-spiring. 

Tested Severely. 

In plain fact, it’s a heartwarm- 
ing experience to meet a dozen 
top American generals, like this 
dozen, and wind up with a tre 
mendously re-inforced confidence 
in their most varied abilities—and 
with a much-deepened regard for 
them as human beings. I got a 
pronounced impression that our- 
higher command in Europe has 
been expertly picked and weeded 
out until—now—an exceptionably 
able team has been created. It 
took time and experience of men 
under severe testing to achieve 
this. Personally, I believe the 
shaping of the Big Team has been 
remarkably well done. 

That's the achievement of Gen, 
Marshal! and of Gen. Eisenhower, 
Every American should be grate- 
ful to them for having persisted 
in hunting the finest military and 
human material for posts of high 
command.

WASHINGTON, March 10 (AP). 
—The name Dumbarton Oaks is 
destined to go down in history as 
a synonym for collective security, 
but what the words actually mean 
is still a mystery to much of the 
world. 

In fact, State Department :offi- 
cials are worried about how little 
even Americans know of the plan. 

An educational campaign is 
being intensified in an effort to 
teach the world the true meaning 
of Dumbarton Oaks, the principles 
of which the April San Francisco 
conference is to attempt to put 
into effect. 

Secretary of State Edward R. 
Stettinius Jr. himself has turned 
part-time author (of a magazine 
article) and actor (in a documen- 
tary film).to put across the idea. 
He assigned his entire corps of as- 
sistant secretaries to a day with 
the nation’s platform lecturers. 
Usually shy diplomats have 
grasped microphones at the slight- 
est provocation. 

The State Department has pub- 
lished a pamphlet containing the 
complete text of the Dumbarton 
Oaks plan and an elaborate chart 
showing the relationships of the 
agencies proposed to carry it out. 

What all this is intended to 
convey igs that Dumbarton Oaks 
is a plan for international organi- 
zation to maintain peace and se- 
curity. 

In reality, Dumbarton Oaks is a 
red-brick mansion on an estate 
in the Georgetown section of 
Washington, the property of Har- 
vard University. 

Was Scene of Conference, 

It was used as the scene of a 
conference of representatives of 
the United States, United King- 
dom and the Soviet Union from 
Aug. 21 to Sept. 28; and of repre- 
sentatives of the United States, 
United Kingdom and China from 
Sept. 29 to Oct. 7, 1944. 

Out of those conversations came 
the “Dumbarton Oaks proposals 
for the establishment of a gen- 
eral international organization.” 

The proposals were completed 
during the Crimea Conference of 
President Roosevelt, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and Marshal Stalin 
in February, when agreement was 
reached on the controversial ques- 
tion of voting procedure in the 
proposed Security Council. 

The San Francisco conference 
was called for April 25 to draft a 
formal charter for a United 
Nations organization on the basis 
proposed informally at Dumbarton 
Oaks. Each nation must then 
ratify the charter in accordance 
with its own constitutional pro- 
cedure. 

The proposals on which the San 
Francisco debate will be based are 
contained in 142 simply-worded 
chapters, hardly confusing if one 
takes the trouble to read them—a 
trouble which has been the prin- 
cipal obstacle to general under- 
standing of Dumbarton Oaks. 

The pian starts plainly: “There 
should be established an interna- 
tional organization under the title 
of the United Nations, the charter 
of which should contain provisions 
necessary to give effect to the 
proposads which follow.” 

Chapters of Plan. 

The chapters, In abbreviated 
form, follow: 

1. Purposes—To maintain peace 
and security, provide collective 
measures to prevent or remove 
threats to peace and suppress ag- 
gression, and to bring peaceful set- 
tlement of disputes. 

2. Principles—Sovereign equal- 
ity of peace-loving states, each 
member undertaking to fulfill its 
obligations under the charter. 

3. Membership—Open to 
peace-loving states. 

4. Principal Organs — General 
assembly, security council, inter- 
national court of justice and secre- 
tariat. 

5. General Assembly—Composed 
of all members, each having one 
vote, meeting annually, with gen- 
eral legislative powers. 

6. Security Council—Composed 
of 11 members, six states holding 
two-vear terms, and the Big Five 
(United States, Britain, Russia, 
China and France) holding per- 
manent seats, functioning continu- 
ously, with executive powers to 
enforce peace. 

7. International Court—Judicial 
branch, to be based on the perma- 
nent Court of International Jus-

Occasionally he amuses himself by 
shooting the points from a row of 
lead pencils upended on his desk. 
And there have been occasions 
when his gold-plated .38 calibre 
revolver has been called into ac- 
tion. 


Ran Away From Home. 


As might be expected, Bennett, 
who ran away from home to join 
the Navy and has been a deep sea 
diver, professional boxer, football 
player, clarinetist and a cartoonist 
with a flair for oils, has no time 
or inclination «for -philosophical 
theories. Known around Detroit 
as “the Little Giant,” he lives for 
the moment and sizes up situa- 
tions and personalities as they 
confront him. Ever since he was 
a youngster he has worn a bow tie 
because an opponent once nearly 
strangled him by jerking his four- 
in-hand tight against his neck. He 
also habitually wears blue silk 
shirts to match his icy blue eyes. 
His face bears several scars and 
his hands are marred from rattle- 
snake bites, received on hunting 
trips to Old Mexico. He used to 
raise lions and tigers as a hobby 
on his estate overlooking the 
Huron River and thought it a 
wonderful joke when his friends 
would unexpectedly encounter 
them in the dark. Deer and buf- 
falo now roam his lawns. His 
home, 30 miles from his office, is 
surrounded by an ingenious sys- 
tem of flood lights and guards 
patrol the premises. He also owns 
a summer place at Grosse Isle and 
a 70-foot yacht, now in Govern- 
ment service. 


“Tl’d do anything for Mister 
Ford,” Bennett told the writer, 
“and anybody could do what I 
have done with the backing I’ve 
had. Oh, I’ve done some crazy 
things. Things I wouldn’t do now. 
But I ain’t afraid of anything. I 
figure if I get mine—well, I'll get 
it, that’s all.” 


Bennett, whose hands and wiry 
body keep in constant motion, re- 
marked “we've got plenty of good 
executives; there’s some_ real 
geniuses around here.” He didn’t 
deny, however, that his bailiwick, 
accessible to Ford by a private 
entrance, was the “nerve center” 
of the Ford empire. Much of his 
progress he attributed to an appli- 
cation of things he learned in the 
Navy, from acquiring the ability 
to appraise men while on intelli- 
gence duty, to the “old Navy trick” 
of painting a power plant interior 
white, a trick which caught Ford’s 
eye at once. 

Bennett pointed with a grin to 
photographs on the wall of the 
memorable “battle of the under- 
pass” in 1938 when CIO leaders 
were attacked by Ford service 
men when they tried to distribute 
leaflets on company property, 
designating himself in the thick 
of the melee. He said that signing 
of the union contract eliminated 
“the rough stuff and that sort of 
brutality” but he doesn’t think if 
has worked out very well or that 
the CIO type of industrial union 
is here to stay. It protects the 
mediocre man, he thinks, at the 
expense of the ambitious worker.

Essentially, Bennett*shares the 
paternalistic viewpoint of the eld- 
er Ford. The Ford production 
worker is well-paid, enjoys good 
working conditions and has more 


job security than the executives. 


More than 59,000 employes have 
been there 10 years. It has always 
been Ford’s desire to rehabilitate 
men. Many of the former con- 
victs in the original service de- 
partment, created prfmarily to 
protect property and promote safe- 
ty, were hired for that reason. An 
extensive program fits the dis- 
abled veteran to jobs today. There 
are more physically handicapped 
men in the Ford organization, 
doing worthwhile work, than in 
any company in the industry, 
Bennett personally is regarded 
as “a soft touch.” He has put 
many a down and outer on his 
feet. He can be the soul of con- 


sideration—unless he is opposed.|

Then his ruthlessness knows no 
limits. 

The size of his income, which 
enables him to live in princely 
style, has been a source of much 
speculation, since it was concealed 
by a “drawing account.” Bennett 
observed that the drawing ac- 
count system has been abandoned 
and that “I get a damned good 
salary now.” 

He resents a popular impression 
that he got his start by protecting 
the Ford family against kipnap- 
pers. He didn’t stand guard over 
Henry II; then in his perambula- 
tor, he explained, but he made it 
his business to have a working 
arrangement with the police and 
an intimate knowledge of under- 
world characters all over the 
country so that "if any red hots 
came in town, we would know 
them and just what they were 
doing; they knew we were on to 
them.” 

Several times he alluded to 
friendly chats with Al Capone. 
From a mind like a scrap bag 
full of assorted information he 
would unerringly dig up recollec- 
tions of personalities and episodes. 
Once he recalled that a friend, a 
boxing commissioner, visited his 
office and declined to stop smok- 
ing a cigar, in obedience to a Ford 
no-smoking rule. 

“So I pulled my .38 and shot it 
right out of his face,” Bennett re- 
lated, “and do you know, I haven’t 
seen that guy since. I wonder if 
he was sore? I heard that by the 
time he hit the gate it was a rifle 
and when he got downtown it was 
a machine gun,” 

Musician ana Painter, 

Bennett plays as hard as he 
works. At home, after a strenu- 
ous horseback ride, he likes to re- 
lax by painting marines or play- 
ing the clarinet with his daughter 
at the organ. Friends often drop 
in for a musical evening. One of 
his paintings, which he keeps in 
a desk drawer, is titled “The 
Empty Saddle,” copied from a 
postcard. Seascapes adorn his 
rathskeller and his own murals 
decorate his children’s playroom. 
He has three daughters, two by 
his first wife and the other by 
his present wife, his third, Mrs. 
Esther Bennett, an Ann Arbor 
nurse, who attended him when he 
was recovering from injuries suf- 
fered when knocked out by a con- 
crete block in an attempt to break 
up the 1932 “hunger march” riot 
at the Ford gates. Four men 
were killed and 50 hurt. 

Another time he was shot ‘in the 
stomach by a gangster whom he 
had prevented from making away 
with $20,000. Later he got a pic- 
ture of the hoodlum’s bullet-rid- 
dled body with the scrawled leg- 
end, “He won’t bother you any-

more, Harry.” Often he has taken 
the law in his own hands in as- 
sisting police in solving every- 
thing from kidnappings to mur- 
ders. Twice his car was fired 
upon as he drove to his office.. Ap- 
propriately enough for a man who 
lives dangerously, his favorite 
novel is Moby Dick. He thinks 
it is the greatest book ever writ- 
ten. 

As a youth, he sang in an Epis- 
capal choir. When his mother 
died, in a house he built for her 
on his estate, he brought the choir 
together to sing at her funeral. 
He likes to organize impromptu 
quartets of the barber shop vari- 
ety. 

When away from hearth and 
home, Bennett frequently goes 
“on the town,” holding court 
in a downtown chop house, buying 
drinks for his friends and tipping 
lavishly. He has been known to 
tip $50 for a $4 meal and some 
of hig parties are prodigious in 
a community of prodigious par- 
ties. He's probably the only Ford 
executive who publicly runs coun- 
ter to Ford’s abhorrence of liquor. 


Bennett got his first job with 
Ford during the early ages of 
World War I. The lat@# Arthur 
Brisbane became interested in him 
at a chance meeting, learned of 
his adventurous career in the 
Navy, and got him a job in the 
New York branch of the Ford 
Motor Co. Soon he was trans- 
ferred to Detroit, working at first 
in the art department, Later he 
was assigned to the job of protect- 
ing the Ford sub-chasers against 
sabotage, One day he learned of a 
plot of German sympathizers to 
enter the plant dressed as Amer- 
ican sailors. He let them in the 
yard, then surrounded them and 
threw them out. That kind of 
direct action appealed to Ford. 
“He gets things done in a hurry,” 
Ford commented. That has been 
Bennett’s role ever since. 

His father was a house painter, 
with a flair for painting western 
scenes on the side. When Ben- 
nett was two years old his father 
was killed assisting a friend repel 
a ruffian. His mother, who had 
been a schoolteacher, subsequently 
married a professor of engineer- 
ing at the University of Michigan 
who died about seven years later. 
For a time young Bennett at- 
tend the Detroit Academy of Fine 
Arts and the Cleveland Art School 
but the lure of the Navy proved 
too much for him. 

In personality and background 
Henry Ford II is Bennett’s oppo- 
site. Yet they have always been 
friends and form an effective 
working team today, a team that 
promises to hold together when 
young Ford advances nominally to 
supreme power, 


WASHINGTON, March 10 (AP). 
—The War Production Board has 
canceled all allotments of both 
steel and copper for “spot” civilian 
goods manufacture through April, 
May and June. 

Officials said the action, taken 
yesterday and due for announce- 
ment shortly, will permit comple- 
tion of “very little” of the 195 mil- 
lion dollars worth of spot civilian 
production approved for the com- 
ing quarter. 

WPB previously had announced 
that steel mills — now behind 
schedule, beset by floods, and ap- 
prehensive of a coal mine shut- 
down—would be able to fill only a 
smal] part of the low-priority 
civilian orders. The spot allot- 
ments are honored by mills only 
after all military and other essen- 
tial] demands qre filled. 

Aluminum is not covered by the 
clampdown. About 25,000,000 
pounds are available for civilian 
use under the spot program, and 
only about 15,400,000 pounds have 
been allotted. 

For steel and copper, however, 
civilian manufacturers who were 
depending on spot allotments 
must depend on such idle and 
surplus supplies as can be found, 
or such stocks in warehouses as 
they are permitted to buy. 

WPB officials estimate that the 
directive will cancel authoriza- 
tions already granted covering the 
purchase of 84,000 tons of carbon 
steel, 1700 tons of alloy steel, 1,- 
340,000 pounds of copper-brass| 
mill products, 312,000 pounds of 
copper wire products, and 710,000 
pounds of copper foundry prod- 
ucts. 

Some 3860 authorizations’ to 
carry on Civilian production had 
been granted to plants all over 
the country in the second quar- 
ter, after the plants had proved 
to WPB’s satisfaction that they 
had machinery and labor not 
needed for war. 

Although the granting of new 
spot authorizations was suspended 
100 days ago in cities of labor 
scarcity and will remain barred 
for another 80 days, spot approvals 
have continued in areas of labor 
plenty. Even in the tight labor 
areas, authorizations granted prior 
to the freeze had not been can- 
celled,

‘Peace Must Be Made Independently’

or a hunting rifle, must be pro- 
hibited. 


Making such a prohibition stick 
will require something more than 
a decree—something more than a 
Commission, such as tried to en- 
force the armament reduction fea- 
tures of the Versailles treaty and 
something more than a _ token 
force. It will require, says 
Schwarzchild, a joint military 
force large enough to enforce or- 
der by compulsion in every corner 
of Germany. And furthermore, 
the Allies must be prepared to 
keep such a force in occupation 
for 50 or 60 years. 


Any measure short of this will 
be a half-measure which might 
fail of its purpose—the complete 
destruction of Germa.. military 
power, military culture, ry ‘litar. 
traditiion and in nation. 
Schwarzchild estimates the size 
of such a force at 600,000 men 
who, perhaps, could be voluntarily 
recruited from the controlling na- 
tions. 


Other matters such as repara- 
tions, restitution of stolen prop- 
erty and punishmen of war crim- 
inals must also be settled but 
Schwarzchild regards them as 
tasks of liquidation + “ed 
with the past. Though important 
they co not guarantee the worid 
against another German “mili- 
taristic St. Vitus dance.” Hence 
the proposal for complete demili- 
tarizatisn and a 50-year occupa- 
tion, 


If carried out he believes it 
will not only attain the chief pur- 
pose of making another Cern 1 
war impossible but will make un- 
necessary other measures — such 
as a partition of Germany. the 
re-education of Germany from 
above and, the deindustrializr’ion 
of Germany. These accessory 
measures will not be needed to 
stamp out the pathological urge 
to power, for demilitarization will 
ultimately accomplish that. And 
they will be superfluous, tf not 
harm ~* to other desired ends. 

Schwarzchild contends further 
that the severity of demilitariza- 
tion—and it should be severe— 
will have compensatir, advan- 
tages, immediate and _ ultimate, 
even for Germany. 

First of all it will assure Ger- 


many an orderly government in

the immediate postwar period and 
will be a _ preventive measure 
against the possibility of a weak- 
ened Germany’s being taken over 
by some other state. Secondly it 
will free the energies of the Ger- 
man people for peaceful purposes. 
Schwarzchild believes that it is to 
the interest of the world that 
Germany should be allowed to win 
her way back to a respectable 
place in the family of nations. Her 
chances for doing so will be im- 
proved if she is freed from the 
incubus of militarism. 

Assuming the destruction of the 
German menace  Schwarzchild 
then considers the chances of con- 
tinuing peace in a world dom- 
inated by the Big Three. It will 
depend, he says upon the ability 
of the Big Three to harmonize 
their differences which means, in 
the first analysis and the last one, 
that it will depend on Russia. 

Great Britain and the United 
States he points out are natural 
partners and neither has shown 
the slightest tendency toward a 
disruptive dynamism for 40 years. 
Nor have the pressures of war 
brought any change in this funda- 
mental trait. Russia, on the other 
hand might decide to stay within 
her own borders or she might risk 
a policy of expansion and there is 
evidence to support the possibility 
of either one. 


The chief argument for expan- 
sion which might appeal to Stalin 
and the Politbureau is that it 
would contain the dazzling possi- 
bility of an empire bigger and 
stronger than any the world has 
ever known. 


German-Russian Union. 

“A German-Russian union would 
probably be able to gather to its 
standard all the rest of Europe,” 
he says. “But even without a de- 
tour via Germany the radius of 
conceivable possibilities encom- 
passes all Europe. It reaches as 
China, Asia Minor and 
Persia. A host of possibilities for 
an immense Russian expansion 
will be provided in a world mostly 
of disarmed states; of states with 
broken-down administrations and 
chaotic social organizations. This 
would be a bloc of about 550 million 
people not counting the colonies 
of the European countries. This 
would be by far the largest mass 
of completely civilized white peo- 
ple in the world and by far the 


greatest industrial potential in the 
world. It would be physically and 
psychically the most irresistible 
power in the world. The very 
uniqueness of such an opportunity 
will make it most tempting.” 

Against that would be Russia’s 
desire to rebuild her damaged cit- 
ies and her disrupted economy 
plus the opportunity of becoming 
a respected member of a partner- 
ship that will dominate the world. 
So, Schwarzchild concludes, if 
Russia decides to remain “static” 
there will be peace, if not the 
world must prepare for trouble 
and no mechanism—a world or- 
ganization or any other—can stay 
the consequences, 

In his estimate of future social 
and economic possibilities 
Schwarzchild, as has been indi- 
cated, believes that “the Little 
Man” will have his best oppor- 
tunities under capitalism which, 
in his opinion, can be freed of its 
past terrors. His arguments in 
this field, however, are more 
standardized and insofar as they 
insist on an absolutely free mar- 
ket, are quite as hostile to the in- 
stincts of the “Old Adam” as a 
belief in the imperative and con- 
tinuing force of pure altruism of 
which he is so scornful. 

It is surely an attribute of the 
“Old Adam” to prefer the imme- 
diate advantage to the larger good 
which might develop in the long 
run if he acted logically. How 
then could Schwarzchild possibly 
hope that American business men 
would ever consent to the com- 
plete destruction of tariff barriers 
or that the American people would 
ever willingly consent to a re- 
versal of our present immigra- 
tion policy? It may come but it 
will involve almost as much of a 
shock to “Old Adam’s” conception 
of his self-interest as the complete 
surrender of national sovereignty. 

Schwarzchild was bornin Frank- 
furt-am-Main. In the twenties 
he was editor and direc- 
rector of three well-known Ger- 
man weeklies: “Das Tage-Buch,” 
a political-literary publication; 
the “Magazin der Wirtschaf,” a 
periodical devoted to economics 
and a popular weekly, the “Mon- 
tag Morgen.” He fought German 
Nationalism,.fled before Hitler to 
France, Holland and finally to 
America, He now lives in New 
York,

Accept Mechanical Revolution.

Not that free enterprise is un- 
popular, The industry is sick of 
controls and red tape. There is 
much disaffection here and there 
with the cotton Senators, whose 
whole thought is to throw a little 
help to marginal growers with- 
out eggs the underlying sit- 
uation, articulate large 
planters nae grow most of the 
crop wish fervently the Govern- 
ment were out of the cotton busi- 
Nothing in their ideology 


War for free 
trade in cotton. 

But the world has gone off free 
enterprise and freeetrade. Labor 
is protected by limits on immi- 
gration, by social security, wages 
and hours laws and collective bar- 
gaining, Consumers, including 
farmers, pay the bill. And man- 
ufacturers have had tariff pro- 
tection for a century. More lately, 
the world has been filled with mo- 
nopolies, cartels, price-fixing “fair 
trade” laws, administered prices, 
patent conspiracies, basing points 
and other devices to keep goods 
and services high-priced. 

How then, it is argued, even 
with mass production, could farm- 
ers give up Government supports 
and be the first to go back to 
free enterprise? Would it not put 
them back in the old “sell cheap, 
buy dear” condition that nearly 
ruined them in the 1920s? 

The export subsidy is the same 
story. Many farmers have sons 
dead in this war, and they know 
that dumping may be a start 
toward the next. But, again, they 
cannot see why they should give 


up dumping as long as industry 
continues it—or how they could 
afford to, since half the cotton 
crop eannot be consumed in this 
country. One grower remembered 
an indiscreet statement by the 
head of a great farm implement 
firm: “When we export a tractor, 
you can be sure American farm- | 
ers have already paid for it.” 
Another spoke of having had a 
foreign-trader friend sell him an 
export-consigned radio for $100 
that would have cost him $250 at 
the domestic price. Several flag- 
rant examples of dumping have 
got into the newspapers. Goods 
destined for export even get spe- 
cial low freight rates. 

So if cotton’s 4-cent subsidy 
wages war on India, Brazil and 
Egypt, industry’s equivalents wage 
it on England, France, Sweden 
—all financed out of American 
consumers’ pockets, including 
farmers’, Furthermore, as a 
grower pointed out, some of the 
countries which complain of our 
subsidy have themselves dumped, 
either directly or by manipulating 
currency and exchange. 

In this dilemma, therefore, the 
council looked hopefully to the 
future and endorsed Dumbarton 
Oaks, Bretton Woods and the re- 
ciprocal trade agreements. A 
resolution asked for a reduction 
of tariffs and trade barriers— 
with a seeming concession to cot- 
ton manufacturers’ protectionist 
desires in a proviso that it should 
not go far enough to “have seri- 
ous adverse effect upon our do- 
mestic economy.” 

Reluctant to Change. 

The frame of mind is, wait and 
see, Cotton is full of war vita- 
mins now, and cotton people, like 
others, are reluctant to change 
course when everything is going 
well, even though typhoon is to- 
morrow’s certainty. 

What the council did not do 
may be as significant as what it 
did, It did not repeat its previ- 
ous indorsement of the Bank- 
head-Eastland proposal to use 
customs receipts for underwriting 
the export of American farm pro- 
ducts—a measure designed to 
close up the difference between 
farmers’ free prices and indus- 
try’s protected ones. Intended to 
compensate for industry's inter- 
ferences with free trade, it would 
create still another. It smacks of 
the bartering methods used by the 
Nazis with such damaging effect. 

The council, also passed over a 
recommendation by Oscar Johns- 
ton, council president and man- 
ager of the country’s largest plan- 
tation, to abandon the _ present 
price support in the form of a 
Government loan, let the Ameri- 
can price fall to the world price, 
and then compensate growers di- 
rectly for the difference between 
what they actually receive and 
the price judged by Congress to 
be a fair return. 

The change would require great- 
er outlays by the Treasury, which 
would assume payments now 
made by mills and domestic con- 
sumers, and payments would be 
made on the whole crop instead 
of on the fraction now manipulat- 
ed. But it would permit greater tex- 
tile production and exports and 
would end the_ trouble-making 
export subsidy on raw cotton, Ex- 
ports would still be subsidized in 


ency. Though it has considerable 
appeal to large growers, the sub- 
sidies would necessarily taper 
down as the aims were accom- 
plished, and in the end, some 
planters feel, they would still be 
at the mercy of protected high 
industrial prices and wages, 
There is also some doubt that 
the Middle West, which fears com- 
petition, would concur in any plan 
for helping Southerners produce 
more grain, livestock and so forth. 


Calls Fear Groundless, 


“I think the fear is groundless,” 
a well-informed grower with na- 
tional farm connections told the 
Post-Dispatch. “The South could 
step up food production by a vast 
amount without having to sell 
anything outside the South, which 
is the poorest-fed part of the 
country. It’s a market the Mid- 
dle West can’t hope to touch now, 
because the South doesn’t have 
the cash to buy. In fact, the mar- 
ket is largely among the poor 
farmers themselves. But North- 
ern farmers are afraid of it.” He 
could have added that, before the 
war, cotton acreage had already 
declined from 45 million (an area 
about the size of Missouri) to 24 
million, with no visible harm to 
the Middle West. 

For the Middle Western fear, the 
Cotton Council is partly responsi- 
ble. In an artful series of adver- 
tisements in the Washington Post, 
seeking congressional support for 
measures to promote exports, the 
council promised that any land 
which comes out of cotton will go 
in other products, and on more 
than equal terms by virtue of a 
long growing season and favorable 
rainfall. 

The council, of course, is not 
dedicated to liquidating King Cot- 
ton’s empire. The aim, rather, is 
to increase it. In a pronounce- 
ment on global prosperity that 
Henry Wallace could whole-heart-

Federal and state taxes that dairy 
interests have had imposed on 
margarine, a cottonseed oil prod- 
uct. There may be, incidentally, a 
trade-barrier shoe on the other 
foot. Cotton growers are unhappy 
the Government-financed 
wartime expansion of rayon on 
terms that will make new plants 
available at bargain prices. Sen- 
ator Bankhead has obtained au- 
thority to investigate rayon, with 
the cotton industry’s blessing. 
“This is no punitive expedition,” 
says Oscar Johnston. Nevertheless, 
Rufus C. Branch, president of the 
Agricultural Council of Arkansas, 
is calling for “adequate protec- 
tion” for cotton growers and pro- 
posing that imports of wood pulp, 
the principal rayon raw material, 
be taxed and that domestic pro- 
duction be limited. 


These are some of the fronts on 
which cotton faces the future. The 
early future is mechanical revolu- 
tion in any event. The unsettled 
question is economic direction and 
outcome. It will bear watching— 
as, indeed, will similar conditions 
of surplus, subsidy and substitu- 
tion when they mature in wheat 
and coal, perhaps steel and the 
light metals, and in fact any in- 
dustry that has been greatly ex~- 
panded beyond normal market re 
quirements, 

Out of cotton, out of these other 
decisions to follow, will come the 
answer whether this nation shall 
be richer and peaceful or relapse 
into prewar half-poverty and the 
warlike acts that go with the hold- 
what-we-have-at-all-costs attitude, *

His Role as Singing Waiter in "A 
Tree Grows in Brooklyn" Has Made 


James Dunn a Star Again —- Once 


Ranked With Best Ten at Boxoffice 


By Harry Niemeyer 
A Special Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch 


HOLLYWOOD, March 10, 


FEW weeks ago we told you 

about little Peggy Ann Garner 

who is such a hit in “A Tree 
Grows in Brooklyn.” Today we'll 
tell you about her screen Pop— 
Jimmy Dunn—a guy who is mak- 
ing one of the most brilliant 
comebacks in the history of Holly- 
wood, 

Back in 1931 Jimmy became a 
star overnight in his first picture, 
“Bad Girl.” Soon he was receiving 
5000 letters a week. Within a year 
he was one of the top 10 box- 
office stars. Then, in 1935, some- 
thing happened. Two = studios 
merged and he became one of the 
casualties of the merger, His con- 
tract was paid off and he be- 
came a free lance actor. He 
worked at a variety of studios— 
at a bigger salary than he had 
ever commanded before. 

.“But I made a mistake,” says 
Jimmy today. “I let dollar signs 
blind me. If the salary was right, 
I was willing to do any picture 
that came along. And some of the 
pictures turned out to be tur- 
keys. After three or four of those, 
producers stopped thinking of 
Dunn for major league roles. I 
still had jobs, mind you, and the 
jobs paid off. But I was a Holly- 
wood paradox: a guy who was 
prospering, yet wasn’t a success.” 

In an effort to give Hollywood 
a new perspective on Jimmy 
Dunn, he went back to Broadway, 
landed the lead opposite Ethel 
Merman in the hit musical, 
“Panama Hattie.” It had a run 
of 87 weeks. But the movie 
moguls still didn’t come running 
with big time roles. 

He trekked back to Hollywood a 
year ago, to scout the possibilities 
in person. He played a couple of 
major roles in minor pictures, 
which the right producers didn’t 
see. He also did a flock of dra- 
matic radio shows, which the right 
producers’ didn’t hear, Then 
Twentieth Century-Fox began pre- 
paring the film version of Betty 
Smith’s “A Tree Grows in Brook- 
lyn.” The male lead, the role of 
“Johnny Nolan,” became the most 
sought after masculine role in 
years. Agents swarmed on the 
studio, offering the services of 
their clients. The studio consid- 
ered all the candidates, tested sev- 
eral. But none had that certain 
something that gave “Johnny 
Nolan” his indefinable appeal. 

The search for “Johnny Nolan” 
was a common topic of conversa- 
tion all over the lot, particularly 
in the casting office. One day a 
girl who had been in the “Pana- 
ma Hattie” chorus, Gloria Grafton, 
was waiting in the outer office 
with a number of other players. 

“What's the matter with Jimmy 
Dunn for ‘Johnny Nolan’?” she de- 
manded. That was the beginning. 
The end came as soon as Jimmy’s 
test had been screened. So here 
he is back on top of the heap. A 
success any way you look at him. 
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B ed with that success, “Johnny 

Nolan” is a singing waiter, a 
happy-go-lucky Irishman liked by 
everyone who knows him. He 
loves life and he imparts that 
love of life to other people. But 
he dreams so much and works s0 
seldom that his wife and two chil- 
dren often go hungry. At the 
business of making a living he’s 
a tragic failure. 

Dunn is grateful to Gloria Graf- 
ton. 

“Wasn't that a stroke of luck?” 
he asks. “If she hadn’t happened 
to be there at that particular mo- 
ment and if somebody hadn't hap- 
pened to mention that role right 
then, maybe no one would ever 
have thought of me as a possibil- 
ity. I hadn’t seen her in a couple 
of years. I certainly was sur- 
prised when I got the call to make 
a test.” 

He made the test with 12-year- 
old Peggy Ann Garner, who was 
being considered for the role of 
“Francie.” Both turned out to be 
naturals for the roles. Secretly, 
if not openly, most adult actors 
regard child players as pure pol- 
gon. But not Jimmy Dunn, 
“They’re lucky for me,” he says. 
As an actor who worked with 
Shirley Temple when. she was a 
child star, and has also worked 
with Peggy Ann Garner, he is 
repeatedly faced with the ques- 
tion: “How does Peggy Ann com- 
pare with Shirley?” 

“Oh, no, you don’t,” says Jimmy, 
backing away. “You're not going 
to make me answer that one. 
Shirley was a swell little trouper, 
and Peggy Ann, who is an entirely 
different t¥pe, is also a swell lit- 
tle actress.” 

Earlier this week, Jimmy and 
Edna Rush, a radio singer, were 
married in Philadelphia. Betty 
Smith, author of “A Tree Grows 
in Brooklyn,” attended the bride. 
It was Jimmy’s third marriage, the 
first two ending in divorce.

“Couldn’t play a hungry singing 
waiter at 172. How'd I do it?

Jimmy wasn’t worried about be- 
ing convincing as a Brooklynite. 
“If I had been I could always have 
called up my old pal, Leo Du- 
rocher,” he says.

The Boys Took Her Up 
To the Fighting Front

SAARLAUTERN, Germany, March 6 (By Wireless) (Delayed). 


ELL, the boys of the Yankee Division took me into the front 
Wie with them today. After a couple of weeks of more or less 

vacation in Belgium and Holland, I came back to visit with my 
favorite division in the Third Army. I told the guys I thought I 
might go home unless the war 
winds up quickly. They said, 
“Irwin, the men of the Twenty- 
Sixth Division are going to take 
you into the line with them before 
you go.” They did too. As a 
matter of fact, at one time the 
boys inched me up to within two 
blocks of a German mortar posi- 
tion, I was as close to Jerry as 
I ever want to be again. I've been 
under machine gun fire, I missed 
eternity by a matter of yards 
when a German 88-shell, aimed at 
a bridge we had to go over, landed 
off to our left. I wound up prac- 
tically a case of combat exhaus- 
tion from listening to the sicken- 
ing thwack of mortar shells land- 
ing all over the place. These Joes 
here in Saarlautern are fighting 
the damndest war you ever saw. 
We hold about two thirds of the 
town, the Krauts the other third. PVT. BILLY VANDYKE .. . HE. 
The catch to the whole thing is HEARD A VOICE FROM HOME, 
that the town is covered on three sides by pillboxes, gun emplace- 
ments and other fortifications of the Siegfried Line. I guess the 
Army knows why it wants to be in Saarlautern, but I don’t. But 
I’m glad I came because it gave one St. Louis kid a little thrill. He 
is Pvt. Billy Vandyke, 21-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Luther Vane 
dyke, 3611 North Ninth street. I was in the command post of the 
First Battalion of the 10lst Regiment. Lt. Col. Gramm of Worcester, 
Mass., battalion commander, got Billy on the phone for me. I saidz 
“Hello, this is Virginia Irwin of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch.” 
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Over the wire came the reply, “Post-Dispatch? 
ginia Irwin? My gosh, I used to be a copy boy on the 
Post-Dispatch.” Then soberly: “Listen, sis, you're calling 
from battalion, aren’t you? . That was the colonel’s voice, 
I recognized it. Listen, don’t you come up here.” I told him 
the boys had me up as far as I was going. I knew that 
Vandyke, a hand-carry emergency radio man, was sitting 
with his platoon only two blocks away, but they were two 
blocks I wasn’t going to risk.

@ THE WAY VANDYKE AND THE OTHER BOYS of the 101ist 
Regiment are fighting the war in this town is fantastic. Kindly 
Col. Walter T. Scott of Burlington, Kan., regimental commander, 
veteran of 27 years in the army and my personal escort for the day, 
explained that it was “something like Indian warfare, only we don’t 
scalp the Krauts after we knock ’em off.” The command post was 
in the basement of what was left of an old house two blocks from 
the German front line. Every few minutes there would be the darne- 
dest racket outside.

Col. Scott, his driver, 
and I did a double quick, running between buildings down the street 
to where our jeep was parked.

Regal in Dress and Bearing, He Is 
Most Colorful Monarch Alive, but 
in His Youth He Was a Homeless 
Exile, Without Land or Money

HEN President Roosevelt 
Weonterrea with King Ibn 

Saud of Saudi Arabia, at 
their warship meeting place on 
Great Bitter Lake, Egypt, last 
month, Americans once again had 
a view, first hand for some, via 
newsreels and newspapers for 
others, of the most. colorful 
monarch alive, 


_ Not only is he one of the few 
rulers who looks the part, six 
feet, four in height, and resplen- 
dently regal in dress and bearing, 
but he has a background that 
might have been written by a ro- 
mantically uninhibited novelist 
with a taste for desert drama. Ibn 
Saud’s monarchy is now as abso- 
lute as it could be. He manages 
the sizeable country of Arabia, as 
one observer put it, “as if it were 
a fruit stand,” but all this 
enormous power has been built up 
during the present century. In 
his ‘early youth, Ibn Saud was a 
homeless exile, without throne, 
land, or money. 

He came from a clan famous 
enough and powerful enough; the 
Sauds had exercised domination 
of some kind since the beginning 
of the eighteenth century. But at 
the time of the birth of Ibn Saud 
(full name Abdul Aziz Ibn Abdu’r 
Rahman Al-Feisal Al Saud) the 
family fortunes were in reverse, 
their ancestral seat, Rujadh, was 
under the control of a Bedouin 
chief, and Ibn Saud’s uncles and 
his father, Abdul Rahman, were 
struggling to lead a revolt. The 
ruler of Rujadh, a member of the 
Rashid clan, exiled them and for 
a while they lived a wild, primi- 
tive life in the desert until the 
Turkish Government gave them 
permission to settle in Kuwait on 
the Persian Gulf. Here Abdul 
Rahman brought up his children 
in the belief that it was their 
destiny to recreate the empire of 
Saud the Great. 

Although Ibn Saud was an un- 


ruly adolescent who roamed the 
streets and cafes of Kuwait, he 
was filled with ambition to re- 
conquer the family lands. In 1900 
when he was just past his twenti- 
eth birthday he got together 40 of 
his brothers, cousins, and serv- 
ants, stole into Rujadh, surprised 
the garrison, slew Rashid’s gov- 
ernor, and announced that Saud 
had come to power again. 
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By 1912 he had removed the last 
vestige of opposition to him as 
head of the state, at least tempo- 
rarily. Before the outbreak of 
World War TI, his rule was threat- 
ened by Hussein Ibn Ali, Turkish 
official, and Rashid, his ancient 
enemy, a threat which was in- 
creased when Britain sided with 
and recognized Hussein. At the 
end of the war, the affairs of 
Arabia were confused and it 
looked as if Ibn Saud’s hope of 
furthering his realm had been 
halted, and he was locked in the 
inner desert: But in 1924 Hus- 
sein’s adoption of the title “King 
of all the Arabic Countries” so 
angered Ibn Saud that he gath- 
ered his forces, advanced into He- 
jaz and captured the holy city of 
Mecca. By 1925 he had formed a 
new kingdom and the British 
came over to his side. 
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Some of the desert warriors 
were still not reconciled to this 
new order, especially to such in- 
novations as motor cars, which 
they didn’t think would ever re- 
Place the camel, and _ wireless. 
When Ibn Sayd wanted to install 
telephones, they protested that 
this was the work of the devil. 
To this their ruler replied, “Of a 
certainty, if it Is the work of the 
devil, the holy words of the Koran 
will not pass over it.” Holy words 
were said over the telephones and 
they were installed. 


By 1932 Ibn Saud had abolished 
the dual kingdoms of Hejaz and

Nejd, renamed the country Saudi 
Arabia, and established himself as 
absolute monarch of 3,000,000 sub- 
jects, overlord of 3,500,000 more, 
and master of an area one-fourth 
the size of the United States. His 
seizure of territories have been 
the basis for comparisons to Hit- 
ler, although he is more often 
called “the Cromwell of the Arabs,” 
because of his pugnacity, his reli- 
giousness, and his administrative 
ability. 
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Despite the Hitler comparison, 
Ibn Saud was wary of Axis pow- 
ers, and when the second World 
War broke out, he remained neu- 
tral and favored Britain. He has 
been equally partial to America 
and once stated that he consid- 
ered the British his friends, the 
Americans his partners. This lat- 
ter was a reference to the most

important industry In Arabia, the 
California Arabian Standard Oil 
Company. Much of Ibn Saud’s in- 
come is derived from his holdings 
in this company; another of his 
many titles is “The Sheik of 
Standard Oil.” 
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Considered one of the wiliest 
of international statesmen, Ibn 
Saud has proved that he is no 
man’s puppet. Personally he is 
described as a charming and witty 
man, shrewd and _= resourceful, 
possessing the “urbanity of a 
Parisian with the downright 
abruptness of a cattle rancher.” 
His strong personality was evi- 
denced at the conference with 
President Roosevelt, a conference 
which marked his first journey 
away from his native soil. 

The journey was made in kingly 
style. Oriental rugs and a royal 
tent, set up on the deck of the 
destroyer loaned him for the 
voyage, surrounded him with all 
the comforts of home. With him 
was a retinue of 48, a small por- 
tion of the 200 who usually travel 
with him on trips through his own 
deserts. They included warriors, 
armed with daggers, who roamed 
the warship, and servants to 
butcher and roast the royal sheep 
which were brought along and for 
which special pens had to be 
set up, since no other food was. 
considered fitting fare for the 
royal digestive tract. 

President Roosevelt’s gift to 
Ibn Saud was a wheelchair like 
his own which Ibn Saud had ad- 
mired, a useful gift for the king 
since, despite his regal bearing, 
he limps slightly, the result of the 
many wounds he has sustained in 
his stormy, battle-scarred career. 
As recently as 1935 an attack was 
made on his life at the sanctuary 
in Mecca. Three men were killed 
by his bodyguards, a violation of 
the Mohammedan belief’ that 
bloodshed in the sacred city is a 
sacrilege. 

Ibn Saud is a strict adherent 
of the Wahabi sect of Islam, and 


derives part of his income from 


the fees paid by pilgrims to 
Mecca. The code of justice under 
the Wahabi belief is swift and 
stringent; thieves have their 
hands cut off, murderers their 
heads, 

Also in accordance with his re- 
ligious beliefs, Ibn Saud does not 
sanction drinking, smoking, nor 
motion picture shows, This does 
not mean that he is puritanical in 
all respects. One of his most fre- 
quently quoted remarks is this 
one: 

“In my youth and manhood I 
made a nation. Now in my de- 
clining years I make men for its 
population.” 

Nor is this an idle boast, It is 
estimated that he has sired at 
least 40 sons. No one has kept 
tab on the number of daughters, 
since daughters don’t count on the 
permanent score in Arabia, 
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Married for the first time at the 
age of 17, a great personal tragedy 
befell him when his wife died six 
months later, and it is said that 
he never fully recovered from his 
grief. Since then, however, he has 
had over 100 wives. Four wives 
at a time is the limit permitted 
by the Koran, but the ruler’s re- 
ligious and personal beliefs do not 
compel him to pledge devotion un- 
til the sands of the desert grow 
cold, and his divorces have been 
numerous. John Gunther reports 
that he travels with only three 
wives at a time in case some 
comely maiden catches his eye. In 
that case, he marries her and di- 
vorces the extra when he returns 
to home base. 

While the journey to Great Bit- 
ter Lake was Ibn Saud’s first trip 
from his own land, his sons have 
traveled extensively, and two of 
them visited the United States re- 
cently. Even on a large scale, 
heredity seems to be a potent fac- 
tor in persohality development; his 
sons showed a decided fondness 
for American women, especially 
blondes.

IZA JANE lived in a little

I had the honor 
to be a charter member, and, with 
becoming modesty, I can now ad- 
mit that I carried off the awards 
in the early contests. Boys taking 
part in the game were obliged to 
sit erect on the sidewalk and ex- 
pectorate into the street. The ‘no 
fudging” rule was rigidly en- 
forced. This meant that no con- 
testant could give a quick jerk 
forward of the head and neck in 
an effort to propel the ammuni- 
tion artificially. 

A mark was drawn on the 
ground to denote the distance each 
boy negotiated. The winner re- 
ceived one marble from each of 
the losers. 

A secret discovery of mine en- 
abled me to win so many games

that I was declared to be a pro- 
fessional and barred from the con- 
tests until I revealed the source 
of my hidden power. Long before I 
sought laurelsin spitting matches, 
I had observed that when I bit 
a sour pickle or even witnessed

rushed into my mouth, Then, by 
merely permitting nature to take 
its course, I became proficient in 
the art of expectoration. In fact, 
I could merely think of biting a 
lemon and experience the same re- 
sult as actually nibbling one.

One af- 
ternoon, we decided to ticktack 
Liza Jane that night.

one of these gadgets on a window 
of her home would have his pants 
whipped off. She had caught two 
boys throwing stones at her home 
one day and took the law into her 
own hands. It was therefore quite 
generally known that when she 
whipped a boy he stayed whipped. 
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But notwithstanding, we had an 
engagement to challenge her 
threat and were going through 
with it. A ticktack is a simple de- 
vice and easily applied. A common 
tack, tied to the end of a spool of 
black thread, is pressed into the 
window sash, with a nail attached 
to the thread and dangling in 
front of a window pane. As the 
thread is drawn taut and then re- 
laxed, the nail taps on the pane, 
giving the impression of someone 
tampering with the window. 

As most inhabitants of our town 
were familiar with the ticktack, 
it did not scare many people, but 
Liza Jane did not propose to have 
any of her constitutional rights 
abridged, especially by a coterie of 
mischievous boys who ought to 
have been in bed. 

We applied the ticktack to the 
window and ran the thread on an 
airline to a shade tree. Looping 
it around the tree, we moved in 


the opposite direction. This was 
done as a precautionary measure, 
If Liza Jane came out, located the 
thread and attempted to follow it 
to our lair, we would have a 
chance to escape. And this is pre- 
cisely what she did. Locating the 
thread and beginning pursuit, she 
called to us to come in and take 
our punishment. 

That was the signal for us to 
hotfoot it and we did. As we 
started running down the country 
road, she heard us, swerved in our 
direction and gave chase. . She 
kept shouting at us to give up, 
but the invitation fell upon deaf 
ears. For a hundred yards we ran 
like greyhounds, then climbed 
over a fence and headed smack 
dab into a blackberry briar patch.

“But I could be far more suc- 
cessful if only I could remember 
names and faces,” he protested to 
me. 

“Dr. Crane, I may meet people 
and forget their names so quickly 
that I can’t introduce them to 
anybody else two minutés later . 

“It has embarrassed me on sev 
eral occasions. Is there anything 
wrong with my brain? Some peo- 
ple have marvelous memories for 
names.” 
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DIAGNOSIS: The ability toe 
remember names and faces is pos- 
sessed by every person with nor- 
mal] intelligence, but it requires 
conscious effort. 

It has been estimated, however, 
that nobody uses More than 25 per - 
cent of his gray matter, so we 
lest we burn out 
a brain cell by overwork. 

It isn’t lack of mental ability, 
therefore, which causes us to for- 
get names. Instead, it is lack of 
sufficient motivation, plus the ab- 
sence of a definite mnemonic 
system or memory scheme, 
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James A. Farley, in the polit- 
ical field, is supposed to have 
had one of the best memories 
for names and faces, but he car- 
ried his little black book in 
which he jotted them down, and 
then rehearsed them just before 
he visited a city a second time. 
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THE REAL SECRET of a 
good memory is simply good learn- 
ing, for your brain will retain im- 
pressions for almost a lifetime if 
they are clearly impressed thereon 
in the original learning situation. 

When you are introduced to a 
stranger, therefore, be sure you 
obtain a clear-cut sensory impres- 
sion of the name. A mumbled or 
indistinctly understood name is 
like a poorly exposed camera film, 

You can never get a good re 
production later if you don’t get 
the proper original exposure on 
your camera film. In like man 


ner, you must not expect your 
brain to give you a clear memory 
reproduction later if you have a 
hazy or fuzzy original impression, 
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FURTHERMORE, if you can 
obtain a double sensory impres- 
sion, you thus increase your likeli- 
hood of remembering. For exam- 
ple, if you can visualize or see the 
name in addition to hearing it, you 
thus involve the eye as well as the 


ear. 

Then be sure to act upon the 
new impression as soon as pos- 
sible, for muscular activity helps 
“etch” the memory more deeply. 
Write the name down in a little 
book, for instance, or use it quick- 
ly by introducing the stranger to 
somebody else, 
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“I’m glad to meet you” is thus 
of no help in developing your 
memory, for you failed to men- 
tion the name of the stranger. 

“Im glad to meet you, Mr, 
Brown,” gets the name into ac- 
tion. And you can quickly re- 
peat the process by saying, 
“Miss Smith, may I introduce 
Mr. Brown?” 
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SINCE ITEMS are filed away 
in our memory much as in an of- 
fice file, try to cross-index your 
memory. This means you should 
try to link the new name with 
many associated ideas. 

For example, consciously associ- 
ate “Mr. Brown” with the color 
brown, or brown autumn leaves. 
Or link it to some city that is 
familiar to you or to some county, 
like Brown County, Indiana. 

Thus you will have more cues 
for pulling the name “Brown” 
from your memory at a later date.

but Tulsa Negro Congregation Has 
Finally Paid Off $50,000 Mortgage 
and Started Work on New Church to 
Replace One Destroyed in 1921 Riot.

TULSA, Ok., March 10. 


N the night of May 31, 1921, 
0 a mob advanced on the Tulsa 

City Hall, bent upon lynching 
a young Negro bootblack, accused 
of assaulting a white elevator girl 
in a downtown office building. 


When word of the intended 
lynching reached “Little Africa,” 
where the city’s proportionately 
high Negro population lived—and 
still live—in rather strict isolation 
from the rest of the city, there 
soon appeared a band of 300 armed 
Negroes, determined to prevent the 
lynching. 

The firing of the first shot 
touched off a night of race riot- 
ing, death and destruction which 
still ranks high in this country’s 
list of catastrophes. 


The Negroes were driven back 
into Little Africa and the section 
was surrounded by armed whites 
in automobiles. Sometime during 
the night a series of fires were 
started around the edges of the 
district. A strong wind caught the 
flames, and when morning arrived 
Little Africa was reduced to ashes 
and smouldering debris. Included 
in the ruins was what had been 
the $92,000 Mount Zion Negro 
Baptist church, a building which 
was the pride of Little Africa and 
so new that the first services had 
been held therein only a morth be- 
fore the riot. 


When martial law had been de- 
clared and order had been re- 
stored, the members of Mount 
Zion church gathered to look at 
their proud new church. All they 
saw was a pile of brick and rub- 
bish, almost level with the ground. 
And hanging over their heads they 
saw a $50,000 mortgage. 

It had taken the members of 
the little church 12 years to raise 
the money to erect the building, 
even with the heavy mortgage. 
They had started in 1909, a group 
of 15, in a little frame building 
which they had dignifiéd with the 
title of “tabernacle.” They had 
worked hard and had contributed 
their nickels and dimes toward 
the day when they could have a 
real church. They had seen their 
ambition realized and then, 30 days 
later, reduced to a heap of ashes 
by the flames of racial intoler- 
ance, 

There were several courses open 
to them. They could disband and 
go to other churches. They could 
declare themselves bankrupt and 
thus escape the $50,000 debt. (The 
church had been insured against 
fire, but the insurance company 
held that it was destroyed by riot, 
and there was no riot clause in 
the policy). Or, they could start 
all over, pay the debt, and maybe 
some day build a new church, It 
was a discouraging prospect. 

“We met at the parsonage and 
held a prayer service,” Mrs. Ger- 
trude Grayson, church historian 
and one of its founders recalled. 
“And then we. started talking 
about what to do. I don’t mind 
telling you we were in low cotton 
that day.” 

Several white friends had ad- 
vised them to take bankruptcy, 
and some of the members were in 
favor of it. One or two others 
wanted to just disband and join 
other churches. But when the 
meeting ended, the majority had 


voted to start all over again, pay eS 


the debt and some day build a 
new church. There were no ex- 
pressions of animosity, no thought 
of vengeance. Wherein 
story and a lesson—a story of a 
quater of a century of perse- 
verance, and a lesson in racial 
tolerance, 
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HE first thing the congrega- 
T tion did was scrape together 

enough money to build another 
wooden “tabernacle.” This wasn’t 
easy because, in addition to their 
debt, some 90 per cent of them 
had lost their homes and all their 
belongings in the riot, and nickels 
and dimes were hard to come by. 

They cleared the grounds of the 
ashes and debris and sold the 
steel from the building for scrap 
which brought a few dollars to- 
ward the tabernacle. They were 
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the years, succeeded in building a 
rough brick basement which had, 
for many years, a dirt floor and 
an unplastered ceiling. But many 
of the congregation had drifted 
to other churches. Even though 
the debt was then more than three- 
fourths paid, the payments were 
getting further behind and the 
congregation more deeply dis- 
couraged, 

That was the situation when, In 
1938, after having again been 
without a pastor for more than a 
year, the congregation sent a 
“call” to the Reverend J. H. Dot- 
son, the man who led them out of 
the wilderness. He was preaching 
in Muskogee at the time, and like 
every other Negro Baptist minister 
in that part of the country, he 
was well acquainted with the 
church’s plight. In the Baptist 
Church, he explained, the people 
call a pastor, instead of having a 
pastor sent to them. Whether or 
not the call is answered is up to 
the minister. The Reverend Dot- 
son looked upon the call, he says, 
as a challenge. 

“I felt very deeply the possi- 
bility of re-establishing the faith 
of those people,” he said. Then 
he added with a grin, “And, well, 
I just wanted to see if I could do 
the job.” 

He did. Somewhat to the sur- 
prise and chagrin of the congre- 
gation, he started out by plunging 
them still deeper into debt. The 
seats in the unfinished basement 
were heavy planks on saw horses 
—except for a few dozen folding 
chairs with slat bottoms. It was 
the folding chairs more than the 
plank seats which made the minis- 
ter determined to get new seats. 

The slats had long since worked 
loose and were always falling out 
of the chairs onto the concrete 
floor with a great clatter. “At 
least three slats would fall during 
every sermon,” the minister said 
with a wry grin, “and I could 
always count on at least oné slat 
every time I prayed.” 
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E bought several hundred metal 
J toiaing chairs and he had the 

ceiling plastered. Then he 
started out to give the church 
new life. They liked his preach- 
ing, they liked his energy ahd 
they were inspired by his de- 
termination. In six months, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Grayson’s records, 
he had won 60 backsliders back to 
the church, and had raised $3000 
in cash, 

“The first thing I did,”. the 
Reverend Dotson told me as we 
sat before the fireplace in his 
parsonage next door to the 
church, “was to do away with free 
will offerings for the building 
fund and put in a duplex envelope

church was placed in the chest to 
pay the builders, and in time the 
church was repaired. 


But the Reverend Dotson didn’t 
place his chest by the altar. He 
placed it right at the front door 
where everyone coming in and out 
would have to see it.

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RECAPTURE OF CORREGIDOR 


American Assault by Sea and Air That Reduced the Great Fortress in Manila Bay 
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Mist clings to Corregidor’s crags as paratroops hit its narrow plateau 
during the American invasion February 16. The Manila Bay fortress 
had been blasted for weeks by hundreds of tons of bombs and shells 
before. the landings B agye air and sea. “The Rock” has three “decks”: 
Bottomside, where the docks. are; midway, where there are big guns 
and antiaircraft batteries, and topside, where there are more big guns 
and long lines of barracks. Tunnels are on the two lower levels.

Jap Marines were paratroopers, 
dropped on its half-mile square 
topside, joined by infantrymen 
who contacted them only 45 min- 
utes after hitting the beach. The 
operation required expert maneu- 
vering and accurate timing in its 
opening phases, and a relentless 
follow-up to evict the enemy from 
tunnels deep in the fortress that 
dominates Manila Bay. After des- 
perate resistance, remaining Japs 
set off their ammunition dumps in 
mass suicide. Our invasion was 
begun the morning of February 16. 
On March 2, General MacArthur 
again raised the American flag on 
the parade ground mast from 
which the Japs had torn it, then 
trampled it, on May 6, 1942.
